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Coalition boycotting vote on bill to dissolve the

After a day of frantic wheeling 
and dealing to prevent a majority 
for the bill to'dissolve the Knesset. 
Prime Minister Binyamin 
Netanyahu and coalition chairman 
Meir Sheetrit decided last night 
that the coalition would boycott 
today’s vote on the bill's prelimi¬ 
nary reading. 

The decision came after the 
opposition parties appeared to 
have stitched together a majority 
for the bill. For the bill to pass, 
even at this preliminary stage, 
would constitute a significant 


moral blow for Netanyahu and the 
coalition. 

Netanyahu yesterday dismissed 
the bill as "an empty ploy" and 
said if it passes it will be "no 
more than a propaganda achieve¬ 
ment" for the opposition and will 
not affect the government's sta¬ 
bility. 

"It’s not very important For the 
first second and titird reading, a 
majority of 61 MKs will be 
required. If the opposition had 
such a majority, it could topple the 
Knesset every day. But it doesn't" 
Netanyahu said. 

Netanyahu denied reports of 


"marathon" meetings with waver¬ 
ing MKs. But he did not have a 
moment to spare to join the Likud 
faction in toasting the end of the 
Knesset term. 

The numbers tipped in favor of 
the bill last night, with 52 opposi¬ 
tion members favoring it in addi¬ 
tion to up to nine coalition MKs 
who said they would vote for dis¬ 
solving the Knesset and advance 
elections. 

These included two to three 
members of Yisrael Ba’aliya, 
Moledet’s Benny Eton, five 
Gesher members and the National 
Religious Party's Hanan Porat. 


Before Sheewit’s announcement, 
several others were still wavering, 
or not saying how they would 
vote. 

Likud MK Ze’ev (Benny) Begin 
said he would not take part. Dan 
Meridor, Shaul Amor and David 
Re'em of Likud. Eli Gabai of the 
NRP. and The Third Way's four 
members declined to say how they 
would vote. 

MK Emanuel Zissmann (Third 
Way} said the faction's tendency is 
ro vote for dissolving the Knesset, 
but it decided not 10 make up its 
mind “until the last moment, as a 
means of pressuring the prime 


minister to reach on agreement 
with the Palestinians. 1 ' 

Meridor said he would not vote 
against dissolving the Knesseu but 
would not say whether he intends 
to abstain or be absent. 

He met four MKs to discuss 
today's vote in what was widely 
perceived as an open ‘‘rebellion’’ 
and the setting up of a power base 
for being a contestant for prime 
minister. The MKs were David 
Magen. of Gesher. Re'em and 
Amor, of the Likud, and Eliezer 
Zandberg of Tsomet. 

Amor, one of the MKs whom 
Netanyahu met yesterday, said 


afterwards: "I suggest to the prime 
minister to initiate dissolving the 
KnesseL because we cannot con¬ 
tinue like this, with unemployment 
growing and the increasing social 
plight. If this continues, Netanyahu 
will fall anvwav."

Porat. who also met with the 
prime minister, said afterwards he 
had decided to vote for the 
Knesset's dissolution. Netanyahu 
asked to meet him again. 

Netanyahu also met Elon. who 
said he would vote for the bill. 

Arab MKs met with Labor 
Party leader Ehud Barak and 
MKs Eli Goldschmidt, Yossi 


Beilin and Uzi Baram. They pre¬ 
sented a series of demands, but 
said these were not conditions for 
supporting the bill. 

Transport Minister Shaul 
Yahalom, of the NRP. called on 
right-wing MKs and especially 
Porat and Gesher's Michael 
Kleiner, to vote against the bill. 

“Gambling on elections today is 
the biggest foolishness the Right 
can do now,” he said. “Anyone 
who joins MKs lAbdel-Wa’habJ 
Darawshe and [Yossi] Sand will 
ultimately bring us to new elec¬ 
tions and perhaps even a govern¬ 
ment headed by the Left." 


Rajoub warns of 

war; calls PM 
‘racist and a liar’

War with Israel is a possibility 
if Prime Minister Binyamin 
Netanyahu does not implement 
peace accords, libril Rajoub, 
head . of the Palestinian 
Preventive Security Service in 
the West Bank, said yesterday. 

"Netanyahu is racist and 
bloody. Hfi ia leading his people 
and the area Jo bloodshed and. 
killing. He is a Irak He starts'to 
lie as scion as he opens:his 
mouth,’* Rajqub said.; 

Speaking .to foreign corre¬ 
spondents, Rajoub blamed 
Netanyahu for a 16-month dead¬ 
lock in peace talks. Rajoub 
spoke at a briefing hours before 
Israeli and Palestinian negotia¬ 
tors met to discuss the issues that 
have bogged down peace talks. 

“We don't want to see war, but 
if war happens we have no other 
choice... .We are preparing our¬ 
selves to implement the [peace] 
agreement, but if he 
[Netanyahu] doesn’t implement, 
all options are open, including 
confrontation," Rajoub said. 

“Hundreds from both sides 
will be'lulled. If Israel tries to 
enter oar areas,-battles will also 
happen in - certain Israeli areas," 
he said:--

warned-that if the peacemaking 
impasse continued, they would 
not be-able to control popular 
anger in arras under their control.

Middle East peacemaking had 
increased the likelihood of war in 
1999. The prediction focused on a 
target dale of May 1999, when 
Palestinian Authority Chairman 
Yasser Arafat has said he will 
declare an independent Palestinian 
state if the final status talks with 
Israel are not completed. 

Israel has said any unilateral 
Palestinian declaration of state¬ 
hood would be met wrtih a un.iljatex^ 
al Israeli response - a veiled threat 
to annex part of the West Bank and 
Gaza still under Israeli control . 

Rajoub said that in case of 
confrontation, IDF soldiers 
would not be facing members of 
Hamas and other militant 
Islamic groups. 

“If there is a confrontation it 
will be between the Palestinian 
Police and the Israelis. We've 
never used Hamas and we neveF 
will," Rajoub said. 

“He [Netanyahu] is going to 
lose. We have nothing to lose but 
[Jewish] settlements and suffer¬ 
ing," he added. 

Rajoub brushed aside rumors 
he might succeed Arafat, saying 
he hoped the Palestinian leader 
would outlive any potential suc¬ 
cessors. 

Rajoub said he would continue 
bis boy con of contacts with his 
Israeli counterparts until they 
returned Palestinian prisoners he 
said Israel kidnapped last 
November: In November the IDF 
said it had seized two suspected 
members of Hamas as Rajoub’s

Lewinsky gets immunity; will 

testify she had sex with Clinton

WASHINGTON (AP) - Monica 
Lewinsky has been given blanket 
immunity in exchange for testimony 
in Kenneth Starr's six-month inves¬ 
tigation of her relationship with 
President Bill Clinton, Lewinsky’s 
attorneys said yesterday. 

“We, as counsel for Monica 
Lewinsky, have reached an agree¬ 
ment today that for her full and 
„tijithft|l testimony she will receive 
transactional immunity in this 
case," said Plato Cacheris, one of 
her attorneys. 

Stock prices tumbled in New 
York as the stepped-up pace of 
events in the White House sex 
scandal added to the bearish brew 
already rattling investors. 

The Dow Jones industrial aver¬ 
age ended off 93.46 points, or 1 
percent, at 8,934.78. In the broad 
market, declining issues beat 
advances 3 to I on heavy volume 
of 703 million shares on the New 
York Stock Exchange. The 
Nasdaq composite index plunged 
37.38 points, or 1.9%, to 3,895.88. 

Lewinsky's mother, Marcia 
Lewis, was granted the same level 
of protection from prosecution, 
said her attorney. Billy Martin. 
The mother had frequent tele¬ 
phone conversations with her 
daughter about Lewinsky's rela¬ 
tionship with Clinton, according 
to 20 hours of tape recordings 
between Lewinsky and former 
friend Linda Tripp. 

After talking to prosecutors for 
five hours on Monday, Lewinsky 
has agreed to testily that she had a 
sexual relationship with the presi¬ 
dent, legal sources said. 

Lewinsky's account also 
includes information relevant to 
Starr's probe of possible obstruc¬ 
tion of justice by Clinton and his 
associates in Paula Jones's sexual 
harassment case against the presi¬ 
dent, said the sources. 

But she did not say Clinton 
asked her to lie, the sources said. 

“Her lawyer said that she’s 
going to give complete and truth¬ 
ful testimony, and if she does, that 
should present no problem to the 
president, obviously," White 
House spokesman Mike Me Curry 
said.

Lewinsky’s account closely 
tracked her lawyers' proffer - a 
pledge to provide specific evi¬ 
dence in exchange for immunity - 
to prosecutors early in the probe, 
according to a key source. 

In that proffer, Lewinsky was 
said lo have told of having a sexu¬ 
al relationship with the president. 
She did not say Clinton asked her 
to lie, the sources said. 

The source said the earlier prof¬ 
fer contained ‘‘a fair amount of 
information" dealing with 
Lewinsky's conversations with the 
president and his confidants about 
how they would deal with the 
Jones lawsuit against Clinton. 

The president denied under oath 
in the Jones case (hat he’d had sex¬ 
ual relations with Lewinsky and 
she filed an affidavit in the suit 
saying ‘‘I have never had a sexual 
relationship with the president.” 

Meanwhile, Lewinsky's former 
friend, Linda Tripp, returned yes¬ 
terday for more testimony before 
ihe grand jury. 

In the US legal system, grand 
juries are convened by courts to 
determine whether sufficient evi¬ 
dence exists to warrant trials in 
criminal cases. 

"It's going to be an interesting 
week, we think," said Tripp's 
spokesman, Philip Cough ter, who 
accompanied her to the federal 
courthouse. 

A number of Secret Service per¬ 
sonnel also entered the courthouse 
to testify before the grand jury in 
the perjury and obstruction probe. 

Six additional Secret Service 
uniformed officers have been sub¬ 
poenaed to testify this week. Mike 
Leibig, head of an association of 
Secret Service officers, said 
Monday. 

Eleven Secret Service personnel 
have giver, crand jury testimony in 
the Lewinsky probe so far. 

On Monday, Starr won a majority 
victory from a panel of the US Court 
of Appeals for the District of 
Columbia. The court rejected 
Clinton's claim of attorney-client 
confidentiality and ordered presiden¬ 
tial adviser Bruce Lindsey to answer 
questions before a grand jury.

Poll: Israeli support for Palestinian slate drops 

Support among Israeli Jews for the establishment of a Palestinian 
state has dropped in the past year, according to a survey released yes¬ 
terday. The survey, conducted annually by the Jaffa? Center for 
Strategic Studies, also found that fewer Israeli Jews believe that most 
Palestinians want peace. 

The center polled 1,207 Jewish adults between late January and 
early March and found that while 66 percent believe a Palestinian 
state will eventually be established, just 445; support that happening. 

In 1997. 515; of Israeli Jews said they supported the establishment of 
a Palestinian state. Since 1997, the percentage of Israeli Jews who 
said they believe that most Palestinians want peace dropped from 
65% to 55%, the survey found. 

The poll also found a decrease in willingness to return land for 
peace - from 54% to 44% - although support remained high - 83%, 

compared to 89% in 1997 - for continuing peace talks with the 
Palestinians. The polls margin of error was 2.8%. AP 

Youths suspected of torching Arab properly

For Arabs and Moslems, 
Jerusalem is the most touchy issue 
of all in the Arab-Israeli conflict. 
Today's meeting in Morocco of 
the Islamic Conference Organ¬ 
ization’s 16-member Jerusalem

King Hassan of Morocco, the 
committee's permanent chair, had 
postponed the group's 17th meet¬ 
ing so as not to harm the peace 
process or the moderate states' 
preference for more normal rela¬ 
tions with Israel.

is needed to help break the current 
deadlock. 

The meeting s immediate cause 
was the desire to respond to the 
Israeli government’s recently 
announced plan to expand 

Jerusalem's administrative 
boundaries. This was widely per¬ 
ceived in the Arab world as a 
plan for annexation and tighten¬ 
ing Israel's hold over east 
Jerusalem. 

Indeed, the view that Israel does 
not intend to make concessions on 
east Jerusalem is understandable 
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given repeated Israeli government 
statements, and it has been rein¬ 
forced by such controversies as 
the opening of a second exit to the 
Western YfeU tunnel and the pro¬ 
posed construction of a Jewish 
neighborhood on HarHoma. 

White criticizing Israel is the easy 
part of any such meeting's agenda, 
the current conference’s problem is 


to find some way of effectively 
countering or punishing Israel- .

IDF seeking Goldstein family’s 
cooperation in altering grave

The IDF is in no hurry to 
demolish the shrine built around 
Baruch Goldstein's grave, and is 
expecting the Goldstein family to 
submit their reservations regard¬ 
ing the changes planned before 
taking any steps, military sources 
in the Central Command said 
yesterday. 

The IDF has sent the Goldstein 
family a letter revealing for the 
first time exactly what is to be 
demolished and what is to be 
saved at the site. 

“We aren’t standing with a 
stopwatch in our hand or with 
any deadline” said the source. 


“We are not just issuing letters 
for the purpose of checking off 
procedure. We warn the family to 
respond so this is worked out 
mutually.” 

No. action on the shrine is 
expected for at least three weeks, 
the source said. 

According to the letier sent by 
OC Central Command Maj.-Gen. 
Moshe Ya'alon, the main changes 
called for will be to separate 
Goldstein’s grave from the rest of 
die park in Kiiyat Arba, and to 
erase any reference glorifying 
him. 

The letter details the changes to 
be made at the grave site itself, 
and this includes removing the 
flooring, lighting and benches 


from around the tombstone. Also, 
the words “holy, just, God will 
avenge his blood, gave his life for 
the Torah, his people and his land, 
murdered in the holy name of 
God,” will all be erased from his 
tombstone. 

The letter was accompanied by 
an aerial photograph detailing the 
areas which are to be destroyed. 

Jewish extremists have warned 
that massive protests will be 
staged if the IDF goes ahead with 
the plans. Last week, hundreds of 
leaflets appeared accusing 
Ya’alon of devoting too much of 
his time to removing the shrine 
built around Goldstein’s grave, 
instead of to his security duties. 

Ya'alon is acting upon instruc¬ 


tions from Defense Minister 
Yitzhak Mordechai, which say the 
shrine glorifies a terrorist. 

Mordechai issued die instruc¬ 
tions in light of the newly passed 
bill banning memorials to those 
who committed acts of terror. 
Goldstein’s grave site has 
become a large paved plaza 
where people can pray, study and 
gather. 

According to the newly passed 
law. all extraneous items that 
would glorify his grave site must 
be removed. 

Goldstein, wearing an IDF offi¬ 
cer's uniform, gunned down 29 
Moslem worshippers at the 
Machpela Cave in February 1994. 
He also died at the scene. 
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Demonstrators protest security 
forces’ ‘use of torture’

Hands cuffed behind his back 
and a burlap sack covering bis 
face, a demonstrator from the 
Public Committee Against Torture 
in Israel dressed up like a prisoner 
yesterday as part of a protest in 
Jerusalem against torture methods 
demonstrators said were employed 
by Israel’s security forces. 

The demonstration was staged 
near the Jerusalem central police 
station, where security prisoners 
are interrogated. This was the sec¬ 
ond in a series of three demonstra¬ 
tions staged by the PGAXI, which 
will hold another one in the same 
place next Tuesday. 

The seven-year-old organization 
fights the use of torture as an inter¬ 
rogation method by Israeli security 
forces. In March they sent a letter of 
protest to the attorney general on 
behalf of Avigdor Esltin, the right- 
wing activist convicted of throwing 
a pig's head into the Temple Mount 
in Jerusalem. 

Demonstrators carried signs yes¬ 
terday which read “The legit¬ 
imization s0f terror- by': the. High . 
T CbmtofJ ustice'arafces democracy 
to its core,” referring to the fact 


that the High Court of Justice has 
not yet ruled regarding interroga¬ 
tion methods used by the GSS. 

The case against GSS methods 
was first brought before the High 
Court of Justice in January by two 
Palestinian security prisoners and 
the PCATI. They protested the 
GSS's use of physical and psycho¬ 
logical torture during interroga¬ 
tion, such as tying prisoners to a 
low chair, playing loud music, 
preventing sleep and placing a 
sack over their heads. The GSS 
argued that special methods of 
interrogation are justified in cases 
where it may elicit information 
that could prevent terrorist attacks. 

In May, the State Attorney’s 
Office refused to grant guaranteed 
immunity to General Security 
Service interrogators who use ille¬ 
gal or borderline methods to extract 
information from detainees, but did 
not rale on the legality of torture 
methods. 

The methods violate internation¬ 
al agreements which Israel has 
signed, including the Geneva 
Convention, said PCATI represen¬ 
tative Allegra Pacheco.

US Holocaust council 
slams Auschwitz crosses

Tel Aviv Mayor Ronni Milo 
announced the city will post the 
sketches in central’ locations, cof¬ 
fee houses, information bill¬ 
boards and other public places to 
help capture the rapist 

A learn of 20 investigators has 
been formed to investigate the 
three recent rapes in Tel Aviv - of 
a 21-vear-old woman in her 
apartment on Rehov Sheinkin. a 
27-year-old woman from the 
Philippines in her apartment on 
Rehov Sokolov, and most recent¬ 
ly the Italian woman on the stairs 
leading up to a friend’s apartment 
on Rehov Hahashmonaim. 

The police are still attempting to 
determining if the three women 
were raped by the same man.

The cost of the refurbishment 
amounts to some NIS 3 million, 
NIS 1.2m. being spent on the new 
leather seats. 

If the Knesset needs to convene 
during the recess for special ses- 
sions or a vote on the redeploy¬ 
ment, MKs will use the auditori¬ 


um instead. 

Tichon described the summer 
session which is ending as “diffi¬ 
cult” He admitted to suffering 
from personal criticism and a 
series of unflattering press reports 
about him and his wife, Ludmilla, 
after comments he made concern¬ 
ing the High Court. 

He also was criticized after 
raising the idea of installing a 
towering, revolving candelabrum 
on the roof of the House to mark 
the Knesset's 50th birthday. 
Yesterday he described the idea 
as “a curiosity.” 


Security issues also continue to 
trouble him, he said, particularly 
after the attack on Capitol Hill in 
Washington earlier this week, 
which shows the potential for such 
attacks can be found everywhere. 

Since June 1996, the Knesset 
has sat 232 times for 1,315 hours 
- a figure likely to go up as MKs 
were expected to spend 
marathon sessions last night and 
tonight clearing their tables of a 
backlog of bills.

The 
banks' failure to pay fast and 
adequate compensation to the 
surviving victims of Nazism 
seems like a despicable delaying 
tactic. 

But some other facts are being 
conveniently overlooked, facts 
which appeared in the second 
Eizenslat report on US and 
Allied relations with neutral 
states during and after the war.

A perception peddled by some 
of the Nazi-gold reporting is that 
Switzerland was neutral but pro- 
Nazi. Alone among the neutrals, 
Switzerland was totally sur¬ 
rounded by the Axis. It was not 
collusion bur its high state of 
military' readiness to defend the 
Alpine state that dissuaded the 
Germans from a costly invasion. 

Secondly, says Eizenstat, “the 
Swiss people were overwhelm¬ 
ingly sympathetic to the Allies, 
even against the backdrop of 
strict neutrality." 


Like clockwork 

Switzerland made a crucial 
strategic contribution to the 
Allies by allowing the OSS 
(embryo CIA) to use Bern as its 
main listening post on the 
European mainland. Throughout 
the war it was the main protect¬ 
ing power for Allied prisoners of 
war. 

There is another perception 
that Switzerland is doing nothing 
to clear up the murk of the pasL 
First, there is the multinational 
Bergier Commission tasked with 
detailing every aspect of Swiss 
relations with Nazi Germany. 
(Prof. Saul Friedlander of Tel 
Aviv University is a member.) 
The Vblcker Committee is 
charged with tracking all out¬ 
standing dormant assets in Swiss 
banks and industrv and makine 
restitution. 

The Swiss Fund for Needy 
Holocaust Victims is making 
payments from an endowment 
of 275 million Swiss francs. 

And finally, there is the Swiss 
Foundation for Solidarity which 
was set up to guard the gate to 
the future. Its Task is to combat 
injustice, poverty and violence 
at home and abroad. None of 
these are inactive committees, 
all are working flat out and pro¬ 
ducing detailed interim reports. 
Swiss efficiency and organiza¬ 
tion may have a dull or funny 
side, but sometimes it also 
works like clockwork, so let’s 
hear a little credit for that too.

CAPE TOWN - Archbishop 
Desmond Tutu’s investigation into 
the dark truths of South African 
apartheid winds up this week with 
victims relieved that their stories 
have at last been heard and many 
whites hurt by the guilt they are 
asked to shoulder. 

The agonies of those who have 

heard for the first time the cruel 
details of how their loved ones 
died have been matched by the 
anguish of former rulers who feel 
they and their race have been 
defamed by a biased panel created 
to crucify them. 

Opinion is deeply divided over 
whether the statutory Truth and 
Reconciliation Commission 
iTRC) has reconciled or further 
divided a nation tom by decades 
of white domination. 

“‘The Truth Commission has 
ended up with a more polarized 
country. I and my people feel 
totally alienated from die new 
South Africa,” former apartheid 
defense chief Consrand Viljoen, 
leader of the Afrikaner Freedom 
Front, told Reuters. 

"Reconciliation. That is where 
the Truth Commission has failed,” 
according to Marthinus van 
Schalkwijk, leader of the National 
Party, which imposed apartheid 
for 45 years. 

“The people of South Africa are 
now further apart than when the 
Truth Commission started." he 
said. 

Tutu, the 1994 Nobel Peace 
prize winner who has been the 
TRC’s chairman and moral con¬ 
science, firmly disagrees. 

“I am thrilled in many ways at 
what has taken place. We were 
asked to try and find the truth - 
and we have discovered a fair 
degree of that - and to promote 
reconciliation." he said. 

“The commission can make a 
contribution, and perhaps a signif¬ 
icant contribution to reconcilia¬ 
tion. But it is going to be the work 
of every single South African." 

MOST of the evidence from the 
2.500 people chosen from among 


21,000 victims of gross human- 
rights violations pointed to atroci¬ 
ties committed by or on behalf of 
whites. 

The TRC is empowered only to 
investigate and not to prosecute. It 
can grant immunity from prosecu¬ 
tion for politically motivated 
offenses and can offer limited 
compensation to victims. 

Veteran African National 

Congress (ANC) activist and pre¬ 
sent Transportation minister Mac 
Maharaj, once known as the most 
tortured political prisoner, 
believes the process will lead to 
healing. 

”1 am of the strong view that 
reconciliation needs to be under¬ 
stood as a process that will take a 
fair amount of time, particularly in 
a society such as South Africa," he 
said. 

“What is crucial to that process 
is that victim and perpetrator need 
to reach out to each other in the 
context of reconciliation." 

Tony Leon, head of the 
Democratic Party, which is rapidly 
developing into die main opposi¬ 
tion party to the ANC, takes a cau¬ 
tiously middle view. 

"Everyone’s prejudices have 
been exposed. The majority of 
blacks are appalled and the major¬ 
ity of whites just want to close the 
book as quickly as possible," he 
said. 

“But it’s been eye-opening for 
those people in whose names these 
things were done and who gener¬ 
ally didn't know what was hap¬ 
pening,” he added. 

Public hearings into the activi¬ 
ties of President Nelson 
Mandela’s former wife Winnie 
Madikizela-Mandela, admissions 
by a former government minister 
that the security services bombed 
church buildings and cinemas, and 
revelations of a dirty tricks poi¬ 
sons program have by turns 
shocked and revolted people. 

THE main criticism of the TRC is 
that it has been heavily slanted 
against the former apartheid 
regime and its supporters, while 
turning a blind eye to the murder 
and torture of ANC dissidents in 


the liberation movement’s tenor 
bases, 

"In die initial stages there was a 
good relationship, but the whole 
process as it developed was so 
biased against my people that I 
was unable to go ahead," Viljoen 
said. 

“It has shown bias -towards die 
former liberation forces and has 
been detrimental to former state 
officials. Of the 17 commission¬ 
ers, 15 are pro ANC," he added. 

Leon said final judgments 
should be based on the final 
report, which will be handed to 
Mandela in October, adding: “One 
of the most significant elements is 
how the actions of the current gov¬ 
ernment are going to be dealt with 
in the report, because those are the 
people who are currently govern¬ 
ing." 

Once more Tutu leaps to the 
defense of his commission. 

"Even before we started, people 
said it was going td be a witch 
hunt against the former govern¬ 
ment, Afrikaners, and biased in 
favor of die ANC. All the evidence 
is in die opposite direction,” he 
said. 

“For nobody have we had a 
nine-day public hearing other than 
for Mrs. Winnie Madikizela- 
Mandela. If we had done that for 
one Afrikaner there would have 
been hell to pay,” he said. 

He told Reuters in an interview 
that be had threatened to resign 
when the ANC said initially it was 

not going to apply for amnesty, a 
decision later reversed. 

He also noted that the commis¬ 
sion had tried its best to be as 
diplomatic as possible in its deal¬ 
ings with former president P. W. 
Botha, who is currently on trial for 
refusing to give evidence on the 
activities of his government. 

"Everybody will say we bent 
over backwards to try to accom¬ 
modate P. W. Botha. Many will 
say we were soft in our handling 
of him," he said with a resigned 
shrug. 

The Truth Commission will be 
suspended on July 31 and recon¬ 
vene briefly in September to adopt 
a final report. 
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TRC chairman Arebbisbop 


A small team will spend ihe fol¬ 
lowing two months editing the 
draft final report. Once approved, 
it will be printed and handed for¬ 
mally to Mandela at the end of 
October. 

- An autonomous Amnesty 
Committee, set up under the same 
act of parliament, will continue to 
sift through the 7,060 applications 
for clemency it has received in a 
process that is likely to last until 
next June. 

" For Tutu, a tireless campaigner 
against apartheid, the process has 
been exhausting and emotional.

Slovenia enjoys capitalism, at a price

LJUBLJANA - Since gaining 
independence from former 
Yugoslavia in 1991. Slovenia has 
become one of central Europe's 
most prosperous states, shrugging 
off its old Communist ways and 
nurturing a market economy. 

The small Alpine country, which 
is roughly the size of Canada’s 
Lake Ontario, boasts a handsome 
set of macroeconomic figures and 
is negotiating membership with 
the European Union. 

But prosperity and political free¬ 
dom have a downside - corrup¬ 
tion, which has reared its ugly 
head in all echelons of society. 

"Corruption is becoming a 
growing problem for Slovenia," 
says Barbara Brezigar, head of the 


state's prosecuting team in charge 
of special tasks. "There is a suspi¬ 
cion that it takes place at all levels 
of public life." 

Corruption has long existed in 
Slovenia but the transition from a 
socialist to a market-led economy 
has provided fertile ground in 
which it can thrive, Brezigar said. 

“Corruption is a global problem, 
it doesn’t just go on in transition 
countries. But transition offers 
more space for its growth - the. 
more money there is, the more 
opportunities for bribery there are." 

Violent crime remains rare in 
Slovenia and city streets are gen¬ 
erally safe. 

Brezigar’s team was set up two 
years ago to tackle corruption as 
well as drugs smuggling, weapons 
trafficking and copyright violation 


- all of which have grown with the 
country’s prosperity. 

Brezigar’s “special forces" team 
comprises crack police, criminolo¬ 
gists and six prosecutors, includ¬ 
ing herself. 

Much of their work is concentrat¬ 
ed on local and state administra¬ 
tion, especially in cases of public 
tenders for construction projects 
involving large sums of money. 

The team is already examining 
cases of alleged corruption involv¬ 
ing people from “the highest polit¬ 
ical positions." Brezigar says. She 
refuses to name names as investi¬ 
gations are at an early stage. 

Brezigar says her team’s job has 
been made harder by political 
interference. "People in high polit¬ 
ical posts are often well linked to 
those with a lot of money, so this 


might be a source for a lack of 
political will to speed up solving 
corruption cases,” she said. 

Hie European Union's judicial 
mission in February called on 
Slovenian courts to speed up their 
handling of cases. 

Latest government figures show 
that a total of some 500,000 cases 
are still waiting to be dealt with. 
Even when a case reaches court, it 
can still drag on for several years. 

Brezigar says prosecutors 
should be able to give priority to 
corruption cases in which the 
largest sums of money are likely 
to be involved. "Cases in which 
people with money and power are 
involved should have an absolute 
priority in our over-burdened 
courts." she said. “But powerful 
culprits easily delay procedures 


and defend themselves.’ - 

Other official sources cite alleged 
corruption within the police force 
as an added complication. 

One senior police officer, who 
did not want to be named, said 
some officers and state prosecutors 
were afraid to denounce corruption 
because of possible revenge 
attacks. In fact, Brezigar's team 
has never been threatened and does 
not receive special protection. 

"We all know of some bribery 
cases among our officers.” the 
police officer said. “But no police¬ 
man wants to testily’ against his 
colleagues." 

Loyalty also made police reluctant 
to expose “crooked" colleagues, the 
officer said, citing an old Slovenian 
saying: "One crow never pecks out 
another crow’s eyes." (Reuters)

SALT LAKE CITY (AP) - 
Facing criticism for suggesting 
polygamy may fall under reli¬ 
gious freedoms. Gov. Mike 
Leavitt turned to Utah's attorney 
general for advice on why Utah 
fails to prosecute polygamists 
when the practice is widespread. 

Last week, Leavitt said human 
or civil rights violations commit¬ 
ted by polygamists should be 
aggressively prosecuted. But he 
implied the practice itself, with 
its roots in early Mormon doc¬ 
trine, might be protected under 
the First Amendment of the US 
Constitution. 

There are believed to be tens of 
thousands of practicing polyga¬ 
mists in Utah. 

On Monday, self-described vic¬ 
tims of polygamy condemned the 
governor for his comments. They 
claimed he is insensitive to the 
physical, spiritual and emotional 
abuses suffered by women and 
children in polygamous groups. 

Worse, they said. Leavitt's 
remarks amount to tacit approval 
of the long-outlawed practice. 

“Until Gov. Leavitt takes the 
laws of polygamy seriously, our 
hands are tied and we will con¬ 
tinue to be a voice unheard,'* said 
VickyPnmty, director of the 
Ihpestry of Polygamy, a self-help 
group for former polygamist 
wives and children. 

The Mormon Church banned 
polygamy in 1890, and an anti¬ 
polygamy clause was written into 
thie Utah Constitution as a condi¬ 
tion for statehood. Many practic¬ 
ing polygamists, however, 
believe the church was wrong to 
forsake what had been a cher¬ 
ished doctrine.

Ex-PM Miyazawa to head Japan’s Treasury

TOKYO (Reuters) - Kiichi 
Miyazawa, tapped to be Japanese 
finance minister, is a veteran polit¬ 
ical survivor who has overcome 
scandals to have the dubious 
honor of being asked to lead Japan 
out of its worst economic situation 
in years. 

“The finance minister is the most 
important and the toughest post in 
die cabinet, so I would like to 
request Mr. Miyazawa to take it," 
prime minister designate Keizo 
Obuchi told reporters yesterday. 

Miyazawa, who is on holiday 
outside of Tbkyo now, is expected 
to return to the capital today to 
formally reply. 

Widely respected for his intel¬ 
lectual abilities and experience 
with financial matters, Miyazawa 


■ 

went down in flames during his 
previous tenure as finance minis¬ 
ter when he was linked to the 
Recruit shares-for-favor scandal in 
1988. 

Although he surmounted this to 
become prime minister a scam 
three years laLer - a colleague 
said he had been "washed clean 
in the waters of democracy" - in 
1993 he was forced to resign this 
post as well after the LDP suf¬ 
fered staggering losses in a gen¬ 
eral election. 

For many, his most enduring 
image is as the man who cradled 
the head of then-president 
George Bush when he collapsed 
with flu at a 1992 state banquet 
in Tokyo. 

Despite his much-vaunted eco¬ 
nomic ability, Miyazawa as prime 
minister was unable to stem the 


start of the downturn in the once 
mighty Japanese economy which 
has led to the nation's present per¬ 
ilous state. 

He also presided over a balloon¬ 
ing trade surplus which caused 
major friction with the United 
States and Europe. 

His age - he will be 79 in 
October - has been mentioned as 
cne factor against his assuming 
the posL And should he in fact 
become finance minister, he will 
be the oldest holder of the job 
since the end of World War Two. 

Bom in 1919 in Tokyo to a fam¬ 
ily hailing from Hiroshima 
Prefecture in western Japan, he 
graduated from the prestigious 
Tokyo University with a degree in 
law. He joined the Finance 
Ministry, where his intellectual 
ability spared him combat service 


during World War Two. 

A member of the more-powerful 
Lower House of parliament since 
1953, he became head of the 
Economic Planning Agency at the 
unusually young age of 42. then 
served in a wide range of key 
posts before becoming finance 
minister in 1986. 

His efforts to stabilize world 
currency markets earned, him 
international respect, and he was a 
champion of expanded coordina¬ 
tion between leading Western 
economies. 

But in 1988 he was one of many 
politicians tainted by the Recruit 
stocks scandal. Miyazawa swore 
his secretary bought shares in his 
name without his knowledge and 
later sold them at a profit of 20 mil¬ 
lion yen (SI40,000), but he was 
forced to resign.

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humanitarian assistance to her, the 
spokesman said. 

“Yesterday, the NLD central 
executive committee requested 
that they would like a doctor to be 
sent to see her. This was approved 
and he’s already at the site," he 
added. 

“She’s not staging a hunger 
strike but we have reserved food 
supplies and water which we 
shall give them if they require 
ii," the spokesman said. “We are 
worried about her security. She's 
a sitting larger in the open like 
this." Asked if the government 
was prepared to endure a pro¬ 
longed Suu Kyi car protest and 
when the standoff might be 
resolved, he said: "We won’t 
impose physical force to get her 
to return to Yangon. We hope that 
she comes to her senses and real¬ 
izes that this is a futile way of 


politicking." 

"She’s refusing to communi¬ 
cate and deliberately staying on." 
he added. “This is a publicity 
stunt and they will try to get as 
much publicity as they can,” he 
added. 

"But there are limits just as any¬ 
where in the world over how much 
trouble a person can stir up before 
the authorities may need to 
enforce laws lo ensure peace and 
stability," he said. 

"We have our security people 
near the car, she cannot go for¬ 
ward, but yes. she can alwavs go 
back... to Yangon,” he said. 

The Alternative ASEAN 
Network, a critic of the ruling 
junta, said it was ridiculous the 
entire Myanmar government was 
imposing its will on one car and 
refusing to allow it to continue 
its journey. 


Kosovo rebels hit 
back at Serb forces

PRISTINA, Serbia (Reuters) - 
Ethnic Albanian rebel guerrillas 
have struck back ai Serbian forces 
who had recaptured a vital highway 
in the disputed province of Kosovo, 
slate media reported yesterday. 

Yugoslav federal troops and 
Serbian security police had dealt a 
stinging blow to the Kosovo 
Liberation Army (KLA) when 
they reclaimed a large area of cen¬ 
tral Kosovo along the major east- 
west road after four days of heavy 

fighting. 

But not iong after security forces 
escorted reporters along the road 
on Monday to prove it "was open, 
KLA guerrillas reappeared and 
assaulted Serbian units in the cen¬ 
tral village of Kijevo, the official 
news agency Tanjug reported. 

"Strong groups of Albanian ter¬ 
rorists attacked police positions in 
Kijevo around 10.30 p.m. last night, 
using automatic weapons, machine 
guns and mortars,” it said. 

"Police forces responded to the 
attack, and according to the local 
authorities...there were no casual¬ 
ties amongst police or local defend¬ 
ers.” It did not say what the result of 
the battle was or give other detail. 

But the highway was closed 
once again yesterday morning, 
suggesting that the area was riot 
secure with guerrillas still at large 


in the hilly rural area. 

Kijevo, a Serb enclave midway 
along the highway that leads west 
from Pristina to Pec, had been 
sealed off by the KLA for over 
two months. 

A news team that tried to reach 
Kijevo from the provincial capital 
Pristina, about 40 km away, was 
turned back at a Serbian police 
barricade a few km outside 
Pristina. 

The KLA is fighting for the 
independence of Kosovo, an 
AJbanian-majority province of 
Serbia, and had taken effective 
control of around half the region 
before Yugoslav federal "and 
Serbian police forces went on the 
counter-offensive on Friday. 

Observed without notable 
protest from Western states keen 
to bring the Kosovo Albanians to 
the negotiating table, the Serbian 
offensive was aimed in part at 
recouping key roads cut by the 
KLA, which held wide areas of 
the center and west of Kosovo. 

The setback for die KLA was 
clear. But diplomatic sources said 
the insurgent force should by no 
means be counted out, since they 
could revert to classic guerrilla 
warfare. 

Around 150,000 people have 
. been displaced in five .months of 
conflict, according to UN refugee 
agency estimates. 
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White House counseVs silence irks Clinton

Washington - independent 

counsel Kenneth Starr’s subpoena 
of President Clinton dominated 
the news all weekend. 

But at the White House senior 
staff meeting Monday morning, not 
,a word was raised about hew the 
radioactive matter should be han¬ 
dled. And when the chance came for 
him to report on the legal response. 
White House counsel Charles F. C. 
Ruff maintained his usual silence. 

That the Clinton White House 
could be so consumed by .a matter 
about which its top aides have so 

little operating knowledge under¬ 
scores the uniquely powerful role 
played by Ruff, the fifth and 
longest-serving of Clinton's White 
House counsels. 

As the first White House since the 
Nixon days learns to live under the 
cloud of potential impeachment, 
Ruff - who served as Watergate 
special prosecutor two decades ago 
- has become one of the few White 
House advisers in possession of 
information about the Monica 
Lewinsky matter that could be crit¬ 
ical to the Clinton presidency. 

“What used to be one of the 
most obscure staff jobs now has 
become a name that earns major 
Rush Limbaugh attention,” said 
Vice President A1 Gore’s chief of 
staff Ron Klain. 

Ruff - who prosecuted illegal 
contributions to President Richard 
Nixon during Watergate - took 
office in February 1997 in the midst 
of the firestorm over Clinton's 1996 
campaign fund-raising. His back¬ 


ground as a white-collar criminal 
defense lawyer with long experi¬ 
ence helping Democratic politicians 
to extricate themselves from messy 
situations has proved partic ular ly 
relevant since Lewinsky became a 
household word. 

Bui his tight-lipped stance has 
frustrated and angered many 
White House political aides who 
say the caution of the criminal 
defense lawyer is not the optimum 
strategy for maintaining the presi¬ 
dent’s public standing. 

While Ruff's calm and self-effac¬ 
ing manner has helped mitigate the 
persona] rancor, one senior aide 
described “a palpable frustration, 
almost bordering on bitterness,” 
over his lawyeriy approach. 

“Chuck has a level of control 
over this that is unprecedented," 
one senior official said. 

RUFF has been in the forefront of 
critical decisions by the White 
House to make broad assertions of 
executive privilege and attorney- 
client'privilege to head off testimo¬ 
ny in the Lewinsky probe - argu¬ 
ments in which the White House 
Monday again found itself on the 
losing end as a federal appeals 
court here rejected its contention 
that Clinton's conversations with 
White House lawyers were shield¬ 
ed by attorney-client privilege. 

During the twice-daily confer¬ 
ence calls among the president's 
lawyers, Ruff, along with Bruce 
Lindsey. Lannv Breuer and Cheryl 
Mills of the counsel’s office, is on 
the line with Clinton's outside 
lawyers - David Kendal), Robert 


Bennett and Mickey Kamor. 

Ruff is forthright about his atti¬ 
tude toward disclosure outside the 
Small circle of lawyers with a sim¬ 
ilar need to know. 

“The less rather than more 
approach,” he called jl a formula¬ 
tion that, by accident or design, is 
the mirror image of the "more 
rather than less" openness 
promised by President Clinton 
when the Lewinsky allegations 
first surfaced. 

Following that principle. Ruff 
for weeks would not confirm ;o 
fellow aides that the president, 
whom he unfailingly refers to as 
“my client,” had asserted execu¬ 
tive privilege ro block Starr's 
prosecutors. 

Last week, he refused to tell 
White House colleagues whether 
the president had been subpoenaed 
by Starr, infuriating some political 
advisers inside and outside the 
administration. 

“It was such an unnecessary 
inflation of the story ... a self- 
inflicted wound." said' one adviser. 

Said another, “Instead of appear¬ 
ing to be cooperative ... instead of 
making the most of this, it seems 
to me they have frinered away 
much of what they could have got¬ 
ten out of this in terms of public 
relations uv.d having you people 
interpret this as a big move on the 
part of the president." 

Summing up months of dis¬ 
agreements. political adviser 
Rahm Emanuel said of Ruff: “He 
doesn't do strategy. He doesn’t Jo 
politics. We did have the struggle. 
It’s resolved. It’s not like he .-aid. 


"Shut up and get out of the room.’ 
He just said ’No.' " 

White House counselor Paul 
Begala said he became so exasper¬ 
ated once that he announced. ”If a 
secret was a needle and it was 
stuck in Chuck, you couldn’t pull 
it out with a John Deere tractor." 

Ruff, he said, just smiled. 

WHITE House press secretary 
Michael McCuny, who has fre¬ 
quently locked horns with Ruff 
over questions of disclosure, said 
he understood the difficult position 
in which the lawyer found himself. 

“It would be easy to write a slam 
job on this guy,” he said. “It's easy 
to find plenty of people around 
here who are chafing and saying 
he’s Queeg-like and doesn’t share 
information, but I think I under¬ 
stand why.” 

In a recent 1 'h hour interview in 
his West Wing office, Ruff 
acknowledged the tension and 
described it as an unfortunate fact 
of life under the specter of an 
independent counsel. 

"It drives them crazy, and some¬ 
times it drives me crazy to have my 
colleagues who have other goals in 
life say ‘come on,’ ” Ruff said, sit¬ 
ting in the same office he first vis¬ 
ited as a young Justice Department 
lawyer meeting with- Nixon’s 
White House counsel, John Dean. 

Although he sometimes pauses to 
appreciate the irony of landing in 
Dean \ old job, Ruff dismissed com¬ 
parisons to Watergate as off-base. 

“We were talking in 1973 and 
1974 about people plotting about 
breaking into buildings and 


obstructing justice and paying peo¬ 
ple off,” he said. “And to even talk 
about these two things in the same 
sentence to me is so extraordinary.” 

Kendall, the president’s private . 
lawyer and Ruff’s soul mate on 
questions of disclosure, praised 
Ruff’s “coolness under fire." . 

Ruff, he said, is “tough-minded 
... in terms of being willing to 
understand that there are some 
times when you had just better 
wait and get it right because other¬ 
wise you’ll get hammered on 

charges of dissembling" 

On joining the White House, 

Ruff consolidated power over the 
legal te am handling “damage con¬ 
trol” on matters such as fund-rais¬ 
ing and Whitewater and had it 
report directly to him. 

Former White House special 
counsel Lanny Davis, who clashed 
with Ruff over media strategy dur¬ 
ing the fund-raising inquiry, said 
that in retrospect Ruff was correct 
in his more restrained approach. 

“I believed we were for the most 
part in a political arena on a pure 
partisanship basis and we ought to 
act that way. I don’t think he dis¬ 
agreed ... but he would say what's 
effective is for you to be factual 
and for you to be a lawyer. At die 
end of the day, be was right, not 
always, but most of the time." 

RUFF’S no-comment approach 
does not come naturally: His par¬ 
ents both woriced in public rela¬ 
tions, and his 87-year-old mother 
is still active representing clients 
in the music industry.

Youngsters tune up for stardom

Not that he’s going to play bas¬ 
soon - drums and percussion are 
his tiling - but "why not try? The 
bassoon s a beautiful instrument." 

Little exchanges like that happen 
all over the campus, in a variety of 
disciplines, all during the two-and- 
a-haif weeks of the Matan summer 
camp for the arts at Kibbutz Givat 
Haviva. It started July 13 and ends 
tomorrow, with a grand concert at 
which practically everybody per¬ 
forms for everybody else. 

Matan is the Hebrew acronym 
for the Arts and Culture Project for 

Youth, an organization established 
in 1980, “to discover and develop 
talented youth all over the coun¬ 
try,” says Matan director Uri 
Strisover. 

Yoav and Nadav met at camp two 
years ago. Both want to continue 
their musical studies, but like so 
many youngsters at the camp, 
aren’t sure of the direction they’ll 
take. Both play in the Symphony 
Ensemble, Matan’s showcase 
group of 40 young musicians, one 
of the camp's six musical groups. 

There are some 600 youngsters on 
the Givat Haviva campus. Along 
with music, the intensive classes 
encompass classical, modem and 
jazz dance, theater, the plastic arts, 
and — for the first time this year — 
creative writing. There is also a spe¬ 
cial circus arts program for a group 

of Ethiopian youngsters, some of 
whom had stalled learning juggling 
and acrobatics in Addis Ababa. 

Rami Neipris has been the camp 
director for four years. Discipline, 
he says, is rarely a problem because 
die kids are very highly motivated. 
The camp population, he says 
varies from year to year. This sum¬ 
mer, dance is tops with 200 stu¬ 
dents, music has ISO, theater 120, 
the fine arts 80 and writing, 40. 

These young people are the 
cream, skimmed by audition, from 
some 2,000 youngsters who apply 
to Matan programs annually. 
(Other programs include smaller 
camps during the Pessah and 
Hanukka vacations.) 

All applicants are recommended 
by their teachers or counselors at 
their local community centers: 
Matan has been part of the 
Association of Community Centers 
sinaerlOSfc' - :

12. Today he plays alio sax in the 
three-year-old jazz division. When 
he stalled, he played in the now- 
defunct wind ensemble. 

He lives in Beersheba, which he 
describes as “pretty much of a 
musical desert then. I’d heard 
about the auditions, and I was sure 
I'd fail because Matan seemed - 
wow! - so inaccessible. 

“I think I've improved about 
200% since I started I’ve learned 
self-discipline, which you need to 
create and orchestra. I've devel¬ 
oped the ability to listen and attend, 
because without these, you can't 
create. I can’t tell you how the 
camp has changed me, but it does. 
I go home a different person.” 

At 13, Sivan Shalev from Yehud 
is one of the younger campers. 
She’s ofie-of-some-20 saris in-a iazz- 


tifiable pride, that she was the only 
one in her half of the Dan region to 
be accepted to the camp’s dance 
program. 

If looks are an aid to ambition, 
then Sivan is in good shape. She’s 
tiny, thin, with a hean-shaped lace 
and huge grey eyes, the very pic¬ 
ture of a classical ballerina.

He and his students are having a 
ball. To ecstatic giggles, he demon¬ 
strates how one dancer can roil 
over another without the bottom 
dancer getting squashed. 

Sha'al has been teaching ai 
Matan for several years, but this 
year the whole company is serving 
as artists-in-residence at the camp 
and has performed for the stu¬ 
dents. 

The company “has dancers who 
knew us as teachers in Matan. For 
me, the Matan concept is very 
important because it is a link 
between the students and the pro¬ 
fessional world." 

Chilean conductor Francisco 
Renig is his year's conductor-in¬ 
residence. Currently music direc¬ 
tor of the Bogota Philharmonic, 
Rettig camp to the camp at the 
invitation of Matan music director 
Luis Gorelik, the founding direc¬ 
tor of the Ashdod Chamber 
Orchestra. 

“They are at a very good level.” 
Rettig says of (he students he is 
leading through Beethoven's 5th 
Symphony, at a rehearsal for 
tomorrow’s concert. 

“They are very cooperative, 
interested and sensitive. Here I find 
a genuine joy of making making 
music together which I don’t 
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always find among professional 
musicians." 

Zohar Ben-Sinthon of Moshav 
Hatzeva in the Aravu. near Eilat, is 
experiencing joy of a different 
kind. He's a paradigm Matan kid, 
talented, eager and front a culture- 
sparse environment. 

Strisover says Matan auditions 
are not biased, “but if we have a kid 
from some peripheral community 
whose score is the same as some¬ 
one from the central region, we’ll 
take that kid." 

Zohar. at his first Matan camp, is 
in the theater program, where he has 
not only been exposed to different 
techniques but to a whole world of 
plays he never even knew existed. 

He learned of Matan through his 
counselor at ihe Hatzeva 
Community Center and for Lhe 
past year has been going to the 
Eeersheba Theater once every two 
weeks as part of u Matan drama 
group.

Shifting sands 


I n tite Knesset today, the coalition and opposi¬ 
tion were expected to fight like gladiators, 
even though the prize was more of a symbol¬ 
ic victory than a matter of political life or death. 

The coalition's last-minute decision to boycott 
today's preliminary vote on dissolving the 
Knesset and holding new elections will not dis¬ 
sipate the cloud of instability, created by the 
government's inability to muster a majority in 
its own defense. The government's loss could 
well snowball later on, and could further dent 
Prime Minister Binyamin Netanyahu's badly 
bartered international standing. 

In the meantime, the Knesset forfeit has 
diverted attention from an important new dilem¬ 
ma regarding the composition — rather than the 
size - of the expected redeployment 
The latest wrinkle in the negotiations is a 
reported offer by Defense Minister Yitzhak 
Mordechai in his talks with Mahmoud Abbas to 
designate three percent of the territory' as a 
“nature reserve.” in which neither Israel nor the 
Palestinians would build. 

While initially the proposed reserve was 
thought to consist of those areas that surround¬ 
ed certain settlements. Mordechai's new idea is 
reportedly that the reserve would be a contigu¬ 
ous portion of the Judean Desert. 

If the government did, in facL propose hand¬ 
ing over even symbolic control of portions of 
the Judean Desert, it would be a remarkable 
concession on Israel’s part. 

Until now. the entire Jordan Valley and Judean 
Desert has been sacrosancL Both Labor and 
Likud governments have regarded the eastern 
desert which is largely devoid of Arab popula¬ 
tion, to be Israel's security buffer. In addition. 
The Third Wav sees the empty desert as a reser¬ 
voir for potential Israeli settlement 
The Third Way's triple final-status objective is 
to retain control of settlement blocs in w r hich 93 
percent of the settlers live; provide the 
Palestinians control over a contiguous area; and 
retain as much empty territory' as possible for 
security' and future settlements. Settler leaders 
like Aharon Domb, director of the Council of 
Jewish Communities in Judea, Samaria arid 
Gaza, argue it is fruitless to try to retain empty 
territory. They would rather fight for every set¬ 
tlement. even if it makes the future Palestinian 
entity look like Swiss cheese. 

The effect of the reported proposal is to pit the 
settler movement and its NRP allies against The 
Third Way's ideology of maximizing control 


over land, not necessarily settlements. In this 
debate. The Third Way's position is more com¬ 
patible both with Israel’s long-term interests 
and with the peace process. 

As Third Way MK Alex Lubotzky argues, 
there is “no chance” that Israel will retain con¬ 
trol of the areas where Arab villages are dense¬ 
ly concentrated, such as between Nablus and 
Jenin. 

But in the Jerusalem area. Gush Etzion, along 
the Green Line, and along the Trans-Samaria 
and Alien roads, the concentration of Israeli set¬ 
tlements and the sparseness of Palestinian pop¬ 
ulation is such that both sides expect Israel to 
retain control of these areas in a final-status 
agreement. If Palestinians insist on controlling 
every Arab village and Israelis every Jewish set¬ 
tlement, a peace agreement will be impossible 
to achieve. 

If Israel were to try and retain every existing 
settlement in a final-status deal, it would have to 
pay in other areas, most likely including the 
handover of empty territory. In this situation , 
there is a clear trade-off between isolated settle¬ 
ments and barren land. 

It is understandable that the sealer leadership 
finds it hard to choose empty territory, mostly 
harsh desert, over existing settlements. But the 
irony here is that a movement that has dedicated 
so much toil and sacrifice to maximizing Jewish 
control over the historic land of Israel, is now 
taking a stance that could cost that objective 
dearly when it counts most - in final-status talks. 

From a national perspective, it makes no sense 
for Netanyahu to make concessions on territory' 
that remains within the national consensus 
before final-status talks have even begun. The 
Allon Plan, which epitomized the Labor 
approach to the final disposition of the territo¬ 
ries, was built upon retaining the empty eastern 
desert while withdrawing from the Arab popu¬ 
lated areas. Between 1968 and 1977. Labor 
governments established over 30 settlements, 
essentially in accordance with the Allon Plan. 

Though The Third Way is thought to have bro¬ 
ken away from Labor mainly over the issue of 
the Golan Heights, its platform also scores 
Labor for “abandoning” the Allon Plan and its 
vision of territorial compromise. 

It is a strange twist of fate that AlIon's con¬ 
cept, which the Likud always considered mini¬ 
malist. would now have to be defended by The 
Third Way against concessions offered the 
Palestinians by Binyamin Netanyahu.

T he Conference of Islamic 
Foreign Ministers, which 
meets today in Casablanca 
under the presidency of Morocco’s 
King Hassan Q, will not be dis¬ 
cussing the 139fr withdrawal from 
Judea and Samaria or Iran’s 1,300 
kilometer range long-range mis¬ 
siles. It has been called to discuss 
the question of Jerusalem and 
should be viewed by us as an inte¬ 
gral part of an offensive on all 
fronts which the Arabs have 
launched against Israel. 

Nothing untoward has occurred 
in Jerusalem which necessitates 
such urgent Islamic action. 
Construction has not begun at Har 
Homa. while the plan for expand¬ 
ing Jerusalem's area of jurisdiction 
was abandoned almost immediate¬ 
ly after its proposal, and not 
because of Arab objections, but 
because of the outcry of the Jewish 
satellite towns surrounding the city. 

There was no particular reason 
for the recent UN Security Council 
debate on Jerusalem, and there is no 
reason now to hold an urgent meet¬ 
ing of the Jerusalem Conference, 
headed by the king of Morocco. 

Yasser Arafat, however, knows 
that there is nothing better to ignite 
the Arab and Moslem world than 
the issue of Jerusalem. Fantasies 
about Jerusalem and tales of the 
activities of the city's “heretics” 
ore the fuel used to incite millions 
of Moslems against Israel. 

Arafat was not satisfied with the 
statement issued by the officiating 
chairman of the UN Security 
Council that called for Israel not 
to expand Jerusalem's boundaries. 
In the midst of this week's critical 
discussions with Israel. Arafat 
flew to Casablanca for the 
Jerusalem Conference, with the 
intention of inciting the Moslem 
world against us and in an effon 
to demonstrate to the Americans 
the extent of the fire which is like¬ 
ly to spread over the area if the US 
continues to assist Israel. 

The PA leader is attempting to 
scare the American Senate away

from following the example of the 
House of Representatives, which 
forced the State Department and 
American Consulate in Jerusalem 
to head official documents with the 
words: “Jerusalem, Israel." 

However, this is a secondary target 
Tbe primary target is far-reach¬ 
ing - to force us to be permanent¬ 
ly on the defensive in the face of 
Arab initiatives. 

IN the euphoria which has 
gripped so many people in the 
aftermath of Oslo, we naively

believed that we had been given a 
“time out" in the debate with tbe 
Palestinians on the complex issue 
of Jerusalem. 

This was a short-lived illusion 
and it was not long before Arafat 
upset the order of things and 
pushed the question of Jerusalem' 
to the forefront. But these illusions' 
had already given rise to Israeli 
proposals to stop interfering in 
activities at the Orient House and 
not to build at Har Homa. Other 
proposals included not opening 
the Western Wall Tunnel and not 
to prevent the Palestinians from 
changing the status quo on the 
Temple Mount, so as not to awak¬ 
en the issue of Jerusalem from its 
slumber before the time was ripe. 

In retrospect, it is now abundant¬ 
ly clear that the Palestinians did not 
share this desire to keep Jerusalem 
on the back burner. They set up a 


minist ry for Jerusale m affairs, sent 
tbeir secret service to operate 
Jerusalem under the noses of me 
Israeli authorities and drew us into 
debates in the UN on affairs relat- 

ing to Jerusalem. 

The Palestinians are not willing 
to wait until the permanent settle¬ 
ment with Israel is discussed but 
are demanding that freedom of 
movement for Palestinians in 
Jerusalem be settled now. They 
are relentless on tbe subject of 
Jerusalem and are fully aware that 
this is Israel’s Achilles heel. 

The illusion of a political lull 
between ourselves and the 
Palestinians regarding Jerusalem 
has reached an end. At Arafat s 
exhortation, the Islamic 
Conference on Jerusalem is plan¬ 
ning its next steps. 

In Israel’s early years, our mam 
concern was the Christian world, 
which rallied to have its resolution 
at the UN on the internationaliza¬ 
tion of Jerusalem approved. We 
did not pay sufficient attention to 
Moslem sensitivity on Jerusalem. 
Pressure brought to bear by the 
Christian world resulted in a 
strategic partnership between 
Israel and Jordan. This partnership 
gave preference to tbe division of 
Jerusalem between the two coun¬ 
tries over the solution of interna¬ 
tionalizing the entire city. 

Now another conceptual mistake 
has been exposed: Israel believed 
that the Palestinians were intent on 
promoting the interim agreement 
with Israel and would therefore 
freeze the debate over Jerusalem, 
leaving it to the final stages of the 
peace process, once the terms of 
the permanent settlement had been 
agreed. This did not happen. 

The Palestinians have made 
Jerusalem the spearhead of their 
political conflict with Israel. By 
pressuring Israel on the subject of 
Jerusalem, Arafat seeks to bully 
us into performing tbe second 
withdrawal, and to ensure that in 
nine months time the Palestinian 
stare will be bam. 


Change the tune 


I t is shortly before the onset of 
Shabbat and we have some 
unexpected guests. My daugh¬ 
ter turns up with two girls of her 
own age. part of a group of 
American teenagers spending 
their summer in Israel. During 
their six-week stay, they spend 
some of the weekends in a home 
hospitality program. 

It brings back memories. We. the 
parents, were participants in these 
tours 20 and more years ago, in 
some cases returning as youth lead¬ 
ers, all the more experienced (so we 
believed) for actually having partic¬ 
ipated in a tour the previous year. 

For many of us these tours, 
often organized through the 
Zionist or Jewish youth move¬ 
ments we attended, became a crit¬ 
ical part of the socialization 
process we underwent as impres¬ 
sionable teenagers. They led to 
some of us returning to Israel for a 
full year or two immediately after 
graduating high school which, in 
turn, played a major part in our 
decision to leave what were, so we 
were told, the fleshpots of the 
West, to make our homes and 
future lives in Israel. 

The conditions have improved 
since we were participants, 
although at a current price of 
$5,000 per participant this is to be 
expected. Where we once trav¬ 
elled on the backs of open trucks, 
they now enjoy the benefits of air- 
conditioned buses. Where we had 
to stay in rundown youth centers 
and hostels, the level of accom¬ 
modation has greatly improved 
with modernized hostels and/or 
mid-level hotels taking over. 

But it is the educational program 
that particularly interests me. 1116 
actual detail may have changed 
and is probably presented in a 
more sophisticated fashion, but 
the overall message has remained 
the same. It can be summed up as 
follows: 

Impress upon these youth the 
wonders of IsraeL the Jewish state. 

Persuade them that everything is 
good and just in the Jewish h ome-

land, as compared with the dan¬ 
gers and evils awaiting those who 
remain in the Diaspora. 

Despite the major changes 
which Israeli society has experi¬ 
enced in the past 20 years, the 
message for these youth groups 

ft’s time to see 
Israel as it realty is, 
rather than focusing 
solely on past 
stories of heroism 
and tragedy 

remains die same. The struggle for 
independence is relived, while the 
security threat remains a constant 
theme. The real problems facing 
contemporary Israel are brushed 
aside - there are no internal 
Sephardi-Ashkenazi rifts, no 
problems between religious and 
secular, there is no occupation of 
the West Bank and a disintegrat¬ 
ing peace process - these tours are 
the last bastion of tbe Zionist 
information enterprise. 

INTENSIVE tours of this nature 
are pressure-cookers for socializa¬ 
tion. They tend to bypass the daily 
lives of most Israelis. The groups 
live in their own detached world 
of tourist and religious sites, meet¬ 
ing each other at symposiums and 

ideological seminars. They are as 
unaware of five million other 
Israelis going on with their doily 
lives around them, as Israelis are 
unaware of tbe existence of these 
groups - unless you just happen to 
meet up with one of them at Yad 
Vasbem, the Western Wall or a 
pirn joint in Jerusalem. 

It is not only Diaspora youth 
who are affected by these inten¬ 
sive forms of ideological social¬ 
ization. Take the tours of Eastern 
Europe and the concentration 



camps which have now become 
common for Israeli children. 
Without doubt, these are powerful 
trips and tbe participants are usu¬ 
ally prepared well in advance. But 
in addition to the educational 
experience, the trips have become 
a sort of last-resort attempt by a 
failed educational system to instill 
a sense of Israeli identity and 
pride in Israeli youth. 

Having, far the mast part, failed to 
explain to cynical Israeli teenagers 
what Israel is all about and why they 
should want to be part of this con¬ 
tinuing process of state-building, 
tbe opening up of Eastern Europe 
has presented a new option. 

Snow the kids how weak the 
Jewish people were, what hap¬ 
pened to them at tbe hands of the 
Other. If nothing else, impress 
upon them that Israel is a lowest 
common denominator for some 
form of artificial national unity. 

Fifty years into statehood and it 
is the same old message. It is not 
about how to build.and interact in a 
heterogeneous society. It is not 
about how to overcome cultural 
and religious gaps as we strive for 
the same type of egalitarianism and 
equality that many of these young¬ 
sters enjoy in their home societies. 

No, it is still about being threat¬ 
ened and weak, the dangers of liv¬ 
ing in a world where everyone 
hates us. 

Is this the only message we 
should be sending to the teenagers 
of the new millennium? Is this 
going to persuade them ro eventu¬ 
ally leave their homes aad join us 
permanently? Perhaps a more 
realistic outlook on Israeli life 
including an attempt to come to 
gnps with the very real problems 
facing this society, Jewish and 
Arab, religious and secular, would 
- m this globalized satellite world 
where everyone knows what is 
taking place everywhere - stand a 
better chance of succeeding. Time 
to change the tune. Time to see 
Israel as it really is rather than 

focusing solely on past stories of 
heroism 3nd trsgcdy.

T kIL m ' Ce race under mighty 
bridges, night Fairies dance 

through the forest and an industri¬ 
ous ant sweeps her house in the magS 
world created in Tali Baumfeld’s euivth- 
my class. * 

To ihe accompaniment of stories told 
m rhyme and song by Baumfeld, 10 
four-year-olds become the mice, the 
tames, the ant and a host of other char¬ 
acters including horses, cows, donkeys 
and an angry elf. They gallop, stamp 
tneir feet, dance on tiptoe, laugh and 
gaze in wonder as their teacher weaves 
her magic spell. 

Eurythmy is a form of movement 
taught in Waldorf schools, here and all 
over the world. Like the rest of Waldorf 
education, eurythmy aims to reach the 

child's feelings and soul as well as his 
mind. 

"There’s something very natural in 
eurythmy," says Baumfeld, who trained 
as a eurythmy teacher in England. 

In a world that’s becoming more and 
more mechanistic, eurythmy is very con¬ 
nected to nature, it takes its movements 
from the way the wheat sways in the 
field, the way branches move in the 
wind. And it feeds the imagination. 

“Together, the children and I enter 
another world. In order to do eurythmy 
with children, I enter their heads. I 
become a child, I see the world as they 
do." 

IN Jerusalem's Gan Hashemesh kinder¬ 
garten, the class is divided in half for 
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“In order to do eurythmy with childr 

their weekly eurythmy lesson. The older 
children sit around a table in the garden 
working on sewing projects while a 
teacher brings the younger children, 
three by three, into the main room, 
where Baumfeld is quietly sitting and 
playing a lyre. 

She is surrounded by a circle of wood¬ 
en stands covered with fabric dyed in 
soft colors. The children sit on the floor 
with their legs in the circle, creating rays 
of sun “that will shine on us, on Emek 
Retain], on all of Jerusalem and on the 
whole world.” 

Without realizing it, the children work 
on spatial relations by greeting, in song, 
their neighbor in front and behind them. 
They cross right leg over left to greet the 


they dor says Tami Baumfeld who teaches this form of movement in Waldorf schools. 
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neighbor on the left. They wiggle their 
toes to say hello while singing a rhyming 
song invented by Baumfeld. 

“At the beginning of each lesson, 1 do 
some body awareness exercises, like 
warm-ups," Baumfeld says. “Where are 
the legs, the hands, the head? The older 
ones get more challenging exercises that 
involve coordination and balance. 

“I never correct them. They catch on 
very fast - faster than their parents! - and 
they very quickly learn the text by heart." 

Tlie movements are done to stories and 
songs. Baumfeld doesn't tell the children 
how to move, she simply does the move¬ 
ments and they copy her. The younger 
children get simple stories from daily 
life about cleaning house, baking bread. 


"On Hanukka, we go to the baker, Mr. 
Lahmani, and knock on his door and ask 
him if he needs help. At this age, chil¬ 
dren are so open to life, they’re enchant¬ 
ed by these simple stories." 

BAUMFELD stresses the importance of 
rhythm in the lesson and of the rhythmic 
changes of quiet and loud, inside and 
outside, opening and closing. The inter¬ 
vals and silences in between things are 
important too. she says. 

So when children are kneading bread 
and chanting to the movements, they 
have a few beats of silence as they 
“knead," another few beats of silence as 
the bread “rises.” 

“We focus on what happens in between 


things; on this mysterious, silent time 
when the dough rises, when the plant 
grows," says Baumfeld. “It’s a magical 
time. If we manage to penetrate into this 
lime, then something magical happens in 
the lesson. It helps the children to grow, 
to expand." 

As an art form, eurythmy works with 
sounds and their corresponding move¬ 
ments. 

“It tries to find the connection between 
what we see and what we hear,” says 
Baumfeld. 

For example the sound “oh,” made 
with a round mouth, is accompanied by a 
rounding of the arms. The sound “ait,” 
made with an open mouth, goes with 
arms extended upward in an open ges¬ 


ture. 

“Sound is alive," says Baumfeld. “It 
has volume; it takes up space." 

For the older kindergarten children. 
Baumfeld teaches eurythmy through 
fairy tales - though she takes liberties 
with them. One story may take weeks 
with the children eagerly awaiting each 
new chapter. 

“Instead of sitting and telling a story and 
having them listen only with their ears and 
their heads, I bring them into the story. 
Their whole bodies get involved.” 

At the end of the session, the kids sit 
around Baumfeld while she sings them a 
lullaby. They go to “sleep,” wondering 
what adventures await them when the 
story continues next week.

In 1983, the late Dr. Lee Salk's 
advice was: Never before 18 
months. 

Two years later, Spock con¬ 
curred: “Don't start until the mid¬ 
dle of the second year.” 

And, finally, current advice from 
Dr. Bill and Martha Sears on the 
ParcntTime Web she: ‘Tell your 
child the store is out of diapers" 
and let him play bare-bottom in 
the yard. 

What about feeding? Mother's 
milk or formula? Low-fat or regu¬ 
lar milk? 

Back in 1946, Spock was advo¬ 
cating breast-feeding, reasoning, 
“It’s safer to do things the natural 
way unless you are absolutely sure 
-you have a better way." 

But through the ‘50$, ‘60s and 
‘70s, few pediatricians urged new 
mothers to breast-feed and most 
" mothers chose bottle feeding. But 
many of today’s young mothers 
choose to break-feed. 

“Breast-feeding is best," says 
Santa Clarita, Calif., pediatrician 
Dr. Loraine Stem, but “you can’t 
just tell women to breast-feed. You 
have to provide enough support 
services to help them over the 
.rough spots. One problem is that 
this generation of grandmothers is 
: highly likely hot to have breast¬ 
fed.”, 

In the ‘60s and “70s, pediatri¬ 
cians routinely advised new moth¬ 
ers to segue from formula to low- 
fat mQ& Today; low-fat is in disfa¬ 
vor, the theory being that until age 

- 2 children need the extra caloriesL 
V Pacifiers have been objects of 
debate for decades - and still are. 
Bettelheim’s take (1962): “The' 
pacifier is usually easier to keep 
clean, it’s softer (than a thumb) 
and they don’t get calluses on their 
thumbs.”/ .

The Searses’ take (1998): If it's 
pacifier vs. thumb, “we would 
vote for the thumb. It’s easily 
found in (he middle of the night, it 
doesn’t fall on the floor ” 

When it comes to telling parents 
how to keep their sanity through a 
temper tantrum, the pros have 
always proved quite imaginative. 

Parenting counselor Bobbie 
Sandoz advises: Let him cry it 
through “even if he bangs his 
bead, kicks the walls, pulls his 
room apart or holds his breath and 
turns blue. ... And never, never 
give in.” 

Spock (1946 and 1985): If it’s a 
public tantrum, “pick him up. with 
a grin If you can force it, and lug 
him off to a quiet spot where you 
can both cool off in private." 

And then there’s that perennial 
parental bugaboo - the facts of 
life. 

“Sex education starts early, 
whether you plan it or not," Spock 
wrote in 1946, and again in 19S5. 

The truth is a better answer than 
the stork, he counseled, “because 
he's not going to be fooled for 
long, and then you have him 
knowing that you lied to him.” 

Salk (1983): “When these first 


questions come up. I think you 
should answer them in a simple 
and maner-of-fact way." one that 
is age appropriate. For preschool¬ 
ers, he suggests explaining egg 
and sperm and how they come 
together. 

And when the child asks if he 
can watch daddy and mommy in 
action? “Just explain that this is 
something people like to do when 
they are alone. It is very special 
and private.” 

Sandoz (1997): Answer their 
questions, naming body pans and 
their functions - but don't get car¬ 
ried away. Telling all in response 
to the first query, she says, is akin 
to telling the child interested in a 
cow “the whole story of dairy 
farming, the nutritional compo¬ 
nents of milk, and how it’s mar¬ 
keted." 

In the final analysis, does any of 
the above make much difference? 
Should parents spend sleepless 
nights wondering whether sharing 
their bed with their baby may 
encourage incest, as some pedia¬ 
tricians warn, or. as others sug¬ 
gest, it’s a positive bonding expe¬ 
rience? 

“There’s never going to be any 
last word on anything,” Stem said. 
“Information changes. We’re con¬ 
stantly learning new things." 

Stem adds. “Parents worry 
about all these millions of things, 
that they might do the wrong 
thing. The things you think are 
pivotal, they don’t even remem¬ 
ber” and vice versa. 

“Don’t sweat everything. The 
most important single thing is 
that a child grows up knowing 
his parents adore him. ... When 
children know they're loved, 
they can cope with just about 
anything.”

T he summer holiday raises 
(he age-old question of what 
to do with die children dur¬ 
ing the school break. Gardening is 
one good answer with advantages 
for busy parents who want more 
time with (heir children. 

Most children today live in 
urban areas and have little contact 
with plant life outside visits to the 
park or botanical gardens, or dri¬ 
ving through the countryside. 

They have no idea where the 
food in the supermarket comes 
from. How many children know 
how to recognize a-Jiving tomato 
plant after having eaten hundreds 
of tomatoes through the years? 
Not one plant in the garden resem¬ 
bles what we serve for dinner. 

Gardens are full of wonders and 
children are by definition curious, 
so why not bring the two together? 
Children watching their parents 
garden will want to do it too. 
Adults work in the garden to 
achieve a certain order, a design of 
plants. The effort is directed to 
makine the garden beautiful. 

For the children, it provides an 
experience of doing things and 
seeing quick results. 

Looking back to my own child¬ 
hood in the East End of London, 
we never had a garden. In fact. I 
never knew anyone who "had one. 
My own interest in plants began 
when my mother bought me a red 
geranium in a clay pot from a mar¬ 
ket stall- i was fascinated how this 
plant kept flowering all summer 
with just a little water. Just as win¬ 
ter arrived, she would place the 
ceranium in the bottom of a cup¬ 
board and forget about it until 
springtime, and then the whole 
cycle would start over. The plant 
was retrieved from the cupboard 
and 1 began watering it Within a 
few weeks, it was putting out new 
leaves and flowers. The fascina¬ 
tion was indescribable. Humble 
beginnings. 

Any adult who spends time in 
the garden can find himself drawn 
back to his own childhood. There 
are manv wonders and new things 
to be discovered. It is delightful to 
see the look of excitement on a 
child's face when he discovers the 
seeds he put in the ground are turn¬ 
ing into a sunflower, radish or car¬ 
rot. We can all become kids again. 
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Children question what we sim¬ 
ply accept. Why are you pulling 
up that plant when it took so long 
to grow? How do seeds grow and 
know what to grow into and why 
do plants die? You have to teach 
them to tell the difference between 
weeds and more desirable plants. 
Although it is never too late to get 
a child" started in gardening, the 
earlier the better. Even four-year- 
olds can hold tools, imitate what 
you do and follow simple direc¬ 
tions. Generally, the hardest pari 
of gardening for children is the 
patience it requires. If the plants 
take too long to mature you can 
end up with frustration and a com¬ 
plete lack of interest. 

Mv own children were intro¬ 
duced to gardening at an early age. 
We grew tomato plants from 
seedsT Unfortunately they did not 
grow fast enough. The kids lost 
interest very quickly. Not to be 
beaten, I decided to get up early 
one morning and take out a few 
lovely red tomatoes, which I tied 
to the.vine with invisible cotton. I 
can still see the excitement when 
ihev discovered them, and they 
have been hooked on gardening 
ever since. 

For starters, it’s best to use quick- 
zerminating vegetables. Radishes 


germinate quicklv and are ready to 
harvest after 2S to 30 days. 
Children prefer brightly colored 
vegetables like tomatoes, strawber¬ 
ries and carrots. Most prefer veg¬ 
etable gardening to begin with. 
While you can share your own gar¬ 
den, you boih will probably be hap¬ 
pier if the child has a patch to call 
his or her own. In the beginning, it 
is best to limit the work sessions to 
10 or 15 minutes, trying to do as 
manv jobs as possible to keep inter¬ 
est goine. Short, varied jobs hold 
the child's interest. Keep the patch 
small so it will be easier to finish 
most jobs that have been started. 
Adults often love the solitude of 
gardenina but kids more often want 
companyT So why not invite their 

friends to help out? 

One word of advice is never to 

think of the children as free labor 
or give them a task beyond their 


ability or level of patience. Instead 
of interesting them, we are more 
likely to give them a lifelong aver¬ 
sion to gardening. 

If your child is very young, it is 

best to buy bulbs. Young children 
do not always have a sense of 
space. The> do not realize a 
small sunflower seed is capable 
of £ rowing into a plant of three 
meters. Annuals' seeds are ami¬ 
able and put no strain on the 
pocket. They are colorful and 
fast-growing. Annuals like sun¬ 
flower, zinnia, marigold, cosmos, 
petunia and morning glories are 
all ideal for beginners. If you 
have no space to garden, it is 
possible to raise a few seedlings 
on a window ledge.

The cal’s owners have tried 
everything from feeding her just 
before she goes out to a bell to 
warn the birds. But, but no matter 
what they do, they are faced daily 
with mangled songbirds that the 
cat doesn't usually even eaL The 
situation is so bad that they have 
removed the bird bath. 

The cat also seems to hum just 
about everything that crawls, 
walks or flutters and brings a daily 
supply of mice, shrews, mole 
crickets, toads, lizards and even 
moles in from the garden. The 
owner is happy that the cai has not 
brought her a snake yeti 
She wanted to know how one 
can discourage this rampant hunt¬ 
ing. 

This is a real problem and I am 
afraid that l have no answer to it. 

Recent genetic studies have con¬ 
firmed what many zoologists have 
long suspected — that the hunting 
instinct in cats is a completely 
inherited characteristic and a cat 
with strong hunting instincts can¬ 
not be taught to desist. 

The hunting has nothing to do 
with hunger and people who starve 
their cats to make them catch mice 
are simply wasting their energy 
and causing their cat a lot of suf¬ 
fering. Either a cal is going to hunt 
or it is not aqd I'm afraid there’s 
not much you can do about tL 
A good hunter will hum all of 
the things mentioned above and 
dien some. 

Incidentally, we have no moles 
in Israel. Moles are insect eaters

and live in Europe and America. 
We have mole rats that pretty 
much fill the same ecological 
niche, burrowing underground and 
casting up hills of earth. But they 
are eaters of roots and bulbs only.

Treasury officials urge 
Neeman to increase budget

Senior Treasury officials yester¬ 
day renewed their request that 
Finance Minister Yaakov Neeman 
breach the 1999 state budget 
deficit target in order to restore 
economic growth and reduce 
unemployment, according ro a 
Finance Ministry source. 

Meanwhile, both the Prime 
Minister's Office and Nee man's 
confidantes moved yesterday to 
dismiss claims that Prime Minister 
Binyamin Netanyahu plans to 
remove Neeman from his job. 

There was media speculation 
yesterday, following last week's 
reports that Neeman was about to 
resign, that he is about to be 
replaced by newly appointed 
Science Minister Silvan Shalom. 

Prime Minister’s Office 
Director-General Moshe Leon 
rejected this idea outright. 

"There is no intention to do so,” 
Leon said. “We’ve not spoken 
about this or discussed it within 
the Prime Minister’s Office and 
the prime minister is lending his 
full support to the finance minis¬ 
ter, who has a very tough job in 
distributing a smaller budget 
between all the ministries.” 

Neeman said as long as there are 
good relations between him and 
Netanyahu he will continue in his 
present job. 

The first Shalom knew of the 
possibility of his appointment as 
finance minister was when he 
opened up yesterday’s newspa¬ 
pers, he said. 

“First, of all, I read it like every¬ 
one else,” he said. “No one has 
spoken to me about it, although

over the last two or three weeks 
journalists have asked me if I 
know something about it and told 
me there were rumors." 

Back in the Treasury, a series of 
meetings was held yesterday prior 
to the next discussion on thie state 
budget between Netanyahu and 
Neeman, which has still to be 
scheduled. In the ongoing discus¬ 
sions between Neeman and his 
senior officials there is disagree¬ 
ment as to how large a cut should 
be made to the 1999 budget. The 
Budget Deficit Law demands the 
deficit stand at no higher than two 
percent of the gross domestic 
product (GDP). That would 
require an NIS 2 billion cut in 
expenditures, leaving an overall 
budget of some NIS 215b. 

Neeman is urging that this target 
be achieved, as part of the govern¬ 
ment’s commitment to achieve a 
deficit at 1.5% of GDP by 2001. 
However, several of his senior 
officials are calling on him to only 
cut the deficit by NIS 1 b., leaving

the deficit at 2.2% of GDP, 
according .to the ministry' source. 

This pressure was intensified 
yesterday, following the Central 
Bureau of Statistics statement on 
Monday lhat unemployment re>e 
to 9.3% in May. 

Shalom said yesterday that the 
combined effect of the central 
bank’s tight monetary policy and a 
series of drastic budget cuts dur¬ 
ing the Netanyahu era have led to 
the increase in unemployment. In 
his opinion, the less money the 
Treasury releases for the public’s 
use, the less demand there is for 
goods and services and conse¬ 
quently factories are forced to 
make job cuts. At the same time, 
with interest rates so high, it is not 
financially worthwhile for 
investors to borrow money in 
order to open new enterprises. 

“Their money can yield more 
silling in accounts,” he said. 

Despite the unemployment fig¬ 
ures, Leon said he remains con¬ 
vinced the worst of the slowdown

is now in the past. 

“We’ve passed the hard pan and 
we’re now [moving] in a positive 
direction," he said “I hope that 
already in the second half of 1998 
we’ll see signs of a reawakening 
[in the economy].” 

Leon made this comment just 
days after Treasury Director- 
General Ben-Zion Zilberfarb said 
economic growth will only really 
begin next year, with the economy 
only reaching its full potential by 
2000. This difference of opinion is 
reminiscent of that witnessed a year 
ago. when Netanyahu rejected the 
Treasury’s economic forecasts for 
1998 as being too pessimistic. 

Industry and Trade Minister 
Natan Sharansky is scheduled to 
hold a media conference this morn¬ 
ing, during which he is expected to 
outline his demands for next year's 
budget. Last year, his Yisrael 
ha aliya Party threatened to bring 
down die government if its funding 
requests, particularly those regard¬ 
ing housing, were not met.

Dead Sea- 
Akaba railway

The Jordanian government has 
asked Japanese trading company 
Nissho Iwai Corporation to con¬ 
struct a $300 million freight rail¬ 
road from the Dead Sea to the 
Gulf of Akaba, according to a 
source familiar with the deal. 

The Japanese company will head 
a consortium, which will also 
include the Israel Land 
Development Corp. and US-based 
Wheeling & Lake Erie. The con¬ 
sortium hopes to gain much of its 
funding in the form of grants from 
Japan, Europe and the US includ¬ 
ing the World Bank. The three have 
already conducted a $100,000 pri¬ 
vate feasibility study with the 
blessing of both Israel and Jordan. 

The original idea was for the 
railway to be constructed on both 
sides of the border between Israel 
and Jordan, but given Amman’s 
commitment to allow the Nissho 
group to build the line, the vast 
majority of the route will be on 
Jordanian soil. 

The source explained that the 
National infrastructure Ministiy 
here said if the major part of the 
route is in Jordan, then there will 
be no need to issue a tender for 
construction on Israeli territory. 
In this scenario, Nissho will only 
require planning permission for 
the Israeli section of the line. The 
planning authorities have already 
given their tacit approval. 
Jordan's lender regulations are 
less stringent than those in Israel 
and the source explained Nissho 
has been told it will be formally 
offered the contract in the near 
future. 

The key user of the line will be 
the Arab Potash Co., which will 
export its Dead Sea products via 
Akaba. As pail of the deal, Israeli 
chemicals will also leave the 
country this way.

Industry and Trade Minister 
Natan Sharansky has signed a tem¬ 
porary decree placing a levy on ply¬ 
wood imports from countries that 
do not have trade agreements with 
Israel, the ministry said this week. 

Oh ad Orenstean. head uf the min¬ 
istry’s chemical division, said the 
step was taken to prevent die local 
industry from collapsing. Three of 
the country’s six largest plywood 
producers ceased operations recent¬ 
ly, including Kelet Afikim, which is 
currently in receivership. 

Under the decree, a levy of NIS 
140 per cubic meter, equivalent to 
about 10 percent of the price, would 
be placed on plywood imports. 

The ministry said the financial 
crisis in Asia led to a sharp decline 
in prices and die government feared 
that die exposure of the local indus¬ 
try to competition now might lead 
to the closure of more factories. 

Orenstean estimated that prices 
of plywood imports from Asia 
dropped some 35 percent during 
the last 12 months. 

Sharansky said the measure was 
taken because the ministry 
believes this is only a temporary 
crisis and therefore the local pro¬ 
ducers need protection to survive 
and reorganize. The ministry 
added that since it is only tempo¬ 
rary it does not stand in contrast to 
the policy of exposing die local 
industry to foreign imports. 

The levy of NIS 140 will be in 
force for half a year. A NIS 7b lev> 
wQl then be imposed far the next 6 
months, and on June 1999 the levy 
is to be revoked. 

Orenstean said the measure will 
have limited impact as the min¬ 
istry intends to lower taxes in 
September as pan of policy of 
exposing the local market to for¬ 
eign competition. 

The use of such measures has 
been limited in the past. It has 
been used mainly to block agricul¬ 
tural imports and, for the last sev¬ 
eral years, has not been used for 
industrial goods.

T he most common disaster 
scenarios for the New York 
stock market go like this; 
First, share prices start to fail after 
the Federal Reserve raises interest 
rates, or a report suddenly indi¬ 
cates inflation is back, or a big 
German bank fails, or Microsoft 
Corp. shows a loss for the quarter 
or ... well, you name it. 

Then, as stocks keep dropping 
over three or four weeks, share¬ 
holders in mutual binds - most of 
whom have never seen this sort of 
tiling before - decide to head for 
the exits. They start redeeming 
their shares - asking fund compa¬ 
nies to turn them into cash, which 
will go into certificate of deposits 
or under the mattress. 

In order to raise cash to redeem 
shares, the funds have to sell stock 
- their cash reserves are low - and 
the crescendo gets deafening. 
When the dust clears, the Dow 
Jones industrial average is down, 
oh, about 5,000 points. 

A critical element in this sce¬ 
nario is the behavior of mutual- 
fund shareholders. If they sit tight 
- or buy at the cheaper prices - 
then the stampede won’t occur, 
and the market will merely suffer 
a correction of 10 percent or so. 
But if they panic, it will be a 
bloody mess. 

So will investors cut and run? A 
new study by the Investment 
Company Institute (ICI) indicates 
they won't. It is reasonable to 
view the research skeptically 
because the ICI is the trade associ¬ 
ation for the mutual-fund industry, 
and it might be seen as having a 
vested interest in promoting calm. 
Still, the lCI's numbers are sound. 

But will the conclusions of the 
study, which looked at only a small 
mutual-fund sector, apply in a 
widespread market decline? There 
is certainly some doubt, which rais¬ 
es another question; Is there any 
shelter from a rolling debacle? 
We’ll get to the answers below, but 
first lei's look at the study.

Millar of the ICI wanted to find 
out how investors reacted to the 
steep decline in the prices of 
emerging markets mutual funds. 
Asian markets fell 23% between 
last July and September, and 
another 31% between October and 
December. 

Emerging markets overall fell 
9%. and then 20% in the two peri¬ 
ods. 

But the researchers found 
"shareholders in US emerging 
market funds reacted calmly.” 
They started withdrawing small 
amounts in late 1996. “After the 
crisis started in early July 1997, 
shareholders stepped up some¬ 
what the pace of withdrawals, 
which continued for the remainder 
of the year.... However, outflows 
from funds that invest primarily in 
Asia and Latin America were 
small relative to the magnitude of 
the drops in prices of shares dur¬ 
ing the crisis." 

Outflows of cash from general 
emerging-markets funds peaked at 
2.5% of assets in December 1997. 
The peak for Asian funds was 
4.8% in July, and for Latin 
American funds, 4.1% in October 
- “despite,” write the authors, “a 
price decline of almost I9%." 

Figures provided to me by 
Robert Adler, president of AMC 
Data Services in Areata, Calif., 
appear to confirm the ICI’s con¬ 
clusions. 

Investors started pulling out of 
emerging markets funds in March 
and April and then again in July 


through the end of 1997, the AMG 
numbers show, but the retreat was 
orderly compared with the devas¬ 
tation to the prices of the Asian 
and Latin stocks. 

These findings - that fond hold¬ 
ers don’t panic - back up two ear¬ 
lier ICI studies. In 1995, 
researchers looked at redemptions 
at bond fimds during the spring of 
1994, when interest rates jumped 
and bond prices fell sharply. 

But, again, investors did not 
panic. Outflows for bond funds in 
the worst months - March and 
April 1994 - were 3.2%. Liquid 
assets (that is, cash) at the bond 
funds were "sufficient to meet the 
outflows without requiring liqui¬ 
dation of long-term securities,” 
wrote the study's authors. 

The researchers also looked at 
the effects of zhe Orange County 
bankruptcy of December 1994 on 
shareholders in California tax- 
exempt bond and money-market 
funds, of the December 1994 peso 
devaluation on emerging-markets- 
fund shareholders, and of 1994 
derivatives losses on money-mar¬ 
ket fund shareholders. 

“Although die effects of the 
events in 1994 wens clearly evi¬ 
dent in shareholder investment 
activity, Dane produced, a.bank¬ 
like run on mutual funds,” con¬ 
cluded the authors. In other words, 
investors did indeed sell when 
these catastrophes occurred; on 
balance, they did nor have the 
courage to buy with both fists. But 
they did not run scared, causing 


the snowball effect that analysts 
still fear. 

The third, much broader study, 
in 1995, examined market down¬ 
turns over a 50-year period start¬ 
ing in 1944. The conclusion; "In 
none of the stock-market breaks 
and sharp declines in equity prices 
have stock fund owners liquidated 
shares en masse.” 

"What about the Oct. 29, 1987, 
crash, when die Dow dropped 

23% in a single day? 

That break, too, “failed to trig¬ 
ger substantial outflows from 
stock funds,” wrote John Rea and 
Richard Marc is. “An estimated 
4_5% of stock fund assets were 
redeemed over die last half of 
October, and the outflow moderat¬ 
ed substantially thereafter. 
Moreover, only 5 percent of stock 
fund owners liquidated shares in 
the six weeks after the break." 
Still, it is disconcerting that the 
clear pattern among investors is to 
sell when fund prices fall and buy 
when they rise. But that behavior 
might be changing through experi¬ 
ence and education. 

“Most of the evidence of recent 
years,” said Alan Greenspan, the 
Fed chairman, in testimony before 
a House committee last week, *1s_ # 
that people who have built up 
401(k.)'s and other forms of invest¬ 
ment and have become quite 
familiar with the stock market 
have been the ones who have been 
buying on the declines and indeed 
have tamed out to be prescient and 
wealthier.” 


But it remains an opeaquestion 
whether fund shareholders wi 
panic in a truly miserable bear 

Sarket. Wfe really haven t had one 
since the advent of the modem 
^Salfund. Since 1926. roughly 

one out of everyfour 3^ 
seen a decline in die stockjwkeL 
hot, since 1977 we have had only 

■ two losers —. 1981, where rernms 
were -4.9%, and 1990 , when they 

were -3.2%. , 

The last painful bear market was 

in 1973-74, when large-cap stocks 
fell more than 40%. Only 17% of 
current shareholders bought their 
first fund before 1980 , and one- 
third bought their first fund m the 

1990s. 

Is there shelter against a melt¬ 
down such as I have described? I 
would not be entirely sanguine 
about the ability of fund managers 
to meet redemptions with the cash 
they have on hand. Some fund 
houses, including .Fidelity 
Investments, have arranged for 
bank lines of credit to pay share¬ 
holders, but it is likely that in a 
meltdown, hundreds of managers 
will be rushing to liquidate their 
holdings, selling General Electric 
Co. and Intel Corp. for whatever 
they get 

A safe harbor? One possibility is 
to invest in closed-end equity 
funds, which trade just as if they 
were stocks. With closed-ends, 
there are no redemptions. If you 
want to sell, you find a buyer 
through the New York Stock 
Exchange rather than going to the 
fund, to get your money back. This 
means closed-end managers don't 
have to raise cash in a debacle; 
instead, if they have the guts, they 
can spend their money buying 
shares at bargain prices. 

A recent analysis by Morgan 
Stanley Dean Witter gave “strong 
buy” ratings to four domestic 
closed-ends: General American 
Investors, with a three-year aver¬ 
age annual return of 33.5%, com¬ 
pared with 31.1% for the Standard 
& Poor’s 500-stock index; Salmon 
Brothers Fund, with a three-year 
return of 33.8% but higher risk; 
Petroleum and Resources Corp., 
an energy fund with a superb track 
record; and John Hancock Bank 
and Thrift Opportunity, which is 
down 18% this year but gained

All four of these funds trade at 
discounts to their net asset value, 
or what all the stocks in their port¬ 
folios would be worth if they were 
cashed in at market prices.

Wall Street 

US stocks tumbled yesterday as 
the stepped-up pace of events in 
the White House sex scandal 
added to the bearish brew already 
rattling investors. 

The Dow Jones industrial average 
ended off 93.46 points, or 1 percent, 
at 8,934.78 after recovering from an 
early lass of 212 points. 

Declining issues beat advances 
by 3 to 1 on heavy volume of 703 
million shares on the New York 
Slock Exchange.

The dollar fell against the yen 
for the first rime in six days on 
reports that former Japanese Prime 
Minister Kiichi Miyazawa accept¬ 
ed the government's (op finance 
post, easing concern about delays 
to economic reform. 

“All of a sudden, people are say¬ 
ing Miyazawa’s okay because he’s 
got the experience they need," 
said Kevin Weir, a manager of for¬ 
eign exchange at State Street Bank 
in Boston. “For now, we’ve run 
out of dollar buyers.” 

The dollar fell to 141.82 yen 
from 142.48 yen Monday in New 
York. It also fell to L7751 marks 
from 1.7878. dragged down by 
losses in the British pound. 
Traders sometimes sell the US and 
U.K. currencies in tandem because 
the two nations share close com¬ 
mercial ties. 


The yen gained as Nikkei 
English News, citing Kyodo 
News, said Miyazawa might be 
talked into accepting the finance 
minister's job. On Monday, ana¬ 
lysts speculated Prime Minister- 
designate Keizo Obucbi would 
have trouble filling the post 

Any delay in securing a finance 
minister could hamper efforts to 
end the country’s recession and 
reinforce investors’ reluctance to 
buy yen. 

Miyazawa has played a big role 
in setting recent economic poli¬ 
cies, including the creation of so- 
called “bridge-banks" that would 
help clean up Japan's crippled 
banking industry by absorbing 
assets left by Insolvent lenders and 
continue fending creditworthy 
borrowers. 

“(Miyazawa) is regarded as a 
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reformer,” said Man; Chandler, a 
senior currency strategist at 
Deutsche Bank Securities. 

Hope Miyazawa can steer Japan 
toward recovery also sparked a 


rally in Japanese stocks. The bench¬ 
mark Nikkei 225 index gained l 
percent, or 170.18 points. Those 
gains ran help the yen as global 
investors need the Japanese curren¬ 
cy to pay for stock purchases. 

“There's definitely longer-term 
equity flows into Japan,” said 
Stale Street's Weir. 

The dollar also was weighed 
down amid reports that Monica 
Lewinsky, a former White House 
intern, told prosecutors from inde¬ 
pendent counsel Kenneth Starr's 
office that she had sexual relations 
with President Bill Clinton. The 
president has denied those claims.

US bonds fall as evidence of slowdown sought 


US bonds fell for a third day as 
traders looked for evidence the 
economy is slowing and fee dollar 
slumped against the yen. 

'*My feeling is fee economy will 
do better in fee second half of fee 
year,” said Frank Rachwalski, 
who oversees about $16 billion of 
money market assets at Scudder 
Kemper Investments in Chicago. 
“Everything is not going to be so 
rosy” for fee bond market 

The benchmark 30-year 
Treasury bond was down 6/32, or 
$1.88 per $1,000 bond at 105 
22/32, to yield 5.72 percent, up 1 
basis point The two-year note’s 
yield was up 1 basis point at 
5.47%. 

A decline in the dollar also 
curbed demand for Treasuries. 

Expectations Japan’s new lead¬ 
ers will do more to revive fee 
economy drove fee US currency 
lower against fee yen. The dollar 


fell to 141.91 yen. from 142.48 
late Monday. 

Many bond investors are reluc¬ 
tant to buy before reports later this 
week, including fee quarterly 
employment cost index, which is 
viewed as fee best measure of 
wages and benefits, and second- 
quarter economic growth' figures.

Still, he also warned feat inflation 
remains a bigger threat to the 
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economy than a protracted slow¬ 
down, and said fee central bank is 
ready to raise interest rates if nec¬ 
essary. 

The Fed last increased interest 
rates in March 1997, when it 
raised the target rate for overnight 
lending between hanks a quarter 
point to 5.5%. Thursday’s report 
will probably show feat fee ECI 
rose 0.8% in fee second quarter 
after climbing 0.7% in fee first 


quarter. Friday’s report on gross 
domestic product is likely to show 
that fee economy barely expanded 
in the second quarter, after grow¬ 
ing at an annual pace of 5.4% in 
fee first quarter. 

“The employment cost index 
will be the highlight of fee week,” 
said Bill Gamba, head of private 
client group bond trading at SG 
Cowen. “We view it as a sign of 
inflation.” 

Yet Gamba and many others say 
they're bullish on bonds because 
they're doubtful feat Keizo 
Obuchi, who won an election 
Friday to succeed Ryutaro 
Hashimoto as president of fee rul¬ 
ing Liberal Democratic Party, will 
move quickly to boost consumer 
confidence. Obucbi is ser to

Creatine isn't 

illegal. You can purchase it from a 
health food store or, as Paul did, 
from the shelves of a grace ty store. 
It comes in pills, powders, liquid, 
gel or chewing gum form. And 
many consider it safe, as did the 
pharmacist who assured Paul's 
mother when she questioned him 
before giving in to her son’s plead¬ 
ing. 

But nobody knows for sure. 

The Food and Drug 
Administration does not require 
the makers of nutritional supple¬ 
ments to prove that their pills and 
powders are safe or effective. Nor 
are they required to label packages 
with the contents or to provide 
safety warnings.

There are anecdotal reports of 
unpleasant short-term effects, 
especially during the loading 
phase: cramps, loose stools, nau¬ 
sea, dizziness. Some trainers and 
strength coaches fear Creatine may 
cause an electrolyte imbalance that 
predisposes athletes to dehydration 
and heat-related illnesses and 
injuries, such as muscle pulls or 
cramps, although Creatine manu¬ 
facturers dispute this. 

And, like the steroids that allow 
muscles to lift more weight than 
the ligaments and tendons can han¬ 
dle, Creatine may be the root cause 
of more serious athletic injuries. 

Pul all that stuff aside, and 
answer a question for me. 

Where are we going with this? 
Creatine for our child-athletes 
goes way beyond $200 graphite 
baseball bats or personal ccaches. 

Few of us parents will be field¬ 
ing calls from college recruiters 
desperate for our soccer or lacrosse 
player. Only one in a million of us 
is raising a child who will be any 
more than a weekend warrior 
when he or she matures, no matter 
their passion for sports now. 


Even if you are nurturing a little 
thoroughbred, what messages 
about athletics and sportsmanship 
and life come in a jar of powdered 
muscles? That any advantage and 
it is clear creatine is one is worth 
taking regardless of the risk? 
Creatine is said by its manufactur¬ 
ers to be safe if taken in recom¬ 
mended doses, but you know kids: 
If some is good, more is better is 
religious doctrine to them. 

The Washington Redskins are 
the reason Paul’s Creatine cocktail 
was eventually tossed down the 
drain. 

In a booklet on nutrition distrib¬ 
uted to its players, the team asks if 
the player is eating breakfast, mon¬ 
itoring his calories and fat, eating 
from all food groups, including 
three to five servings of fruit a day. 

Are they eating vegetables and 
drinking plenty of water, the team 
asks? If you cannot answer yes to 
each of these questions, why take a 
supplement? Don’t expect supple¬ 
ments to replace the need for a 
daily balanced dieL Our kids don't 
need nutritional supplements, they 
need nutrition the kind that doesn't 
come from a drive-through win¬ 
dow or a pizza box. 

Paul didn’t buy that aigument, 
but his mother did and she dumped 
die sniff. 

Creatine may be a reasonable 
risk for a professional athlete 
whose livelihood turns on inches 
or seconds. 

But high school kids need under¬ 
standing, and that does not come in 
powdered form.

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Slammin’ Sammy Sosa reaches 


• u . 


PHOENIX (AP) - Now every¬ 
one can cal! him Grand Slammin’ 
Sammy. 

Sosa hit his 39th and 40th home 
runs, including the first slam of his 
career, as the Chicago Cubs beat 
the Arizona Diamondbacks 6-2 
Monday nighL 

Sosa had hit 246 homers — no 
player in major league history had 
gone longer at the start of a career 
without a slam - until connecting 
in the eighth inning at Phoenix. 

"Thank God," he said, “I'm not 
going to have to hear that no 
more.” 

The record for most consecutive 
homers without a slam at any 
point in a career is 266 by Cal 
Ripken. 

Sosa was leased by teammates 
after ending his streak, which 
began in 1989 when he hit his first 
big league homer for Texas 
against Roger Clemens. 

“I’m sure he's glad to get that 
monkey off his back, because it 
was really just a fluke thing that he 
hadn’t hit one,” Cubs manager Jim 
Risgleman said. 

Sosa tied his career high for 
home runs in a season and also 
matched his career-best with six 
RBIs. He has 102 RBIs, the fourth 
straight year he's reached the 100- 
RBI mark. 

Before Sosa, the record for 
homers at the beginning of a 
career without a slam was 209 by 
Bob Homer. Three players fin¬ 
ished their careers with more ihan 
150 home runs and no slams - 
Glenn Davis (190), Ron Kittle 
(176) and Claudell Washington 
*.164). 

Sosa set a major league record 
with 20 home runs in June, but 
had hit just four in July until con¬ 
necting Sunday at Wrigley Field 
against New York. 

“I've been swinging too hard, 
trying to hit the home tun,” he 
said. “The fust at-bat he got me, 
and 1 said to myself I have to be 
more relaxed and go out tbere and 
make good contact.” 

Sosa hit a two-run homer in the 
sixth off Willie Blair, then hit a 
438-foot drive to centeT field in 
the eighth off Alan Embree.

INDIANAPOLIS (Reuters) - 
The US ruling body of track and 
field expressed outrage on 
Monday over the temporary dop¬ 
ing suspensions of world record 
shot putter Randy Barnes and for¬ 
mer 100 meters Olympic bronze 
medalist Dennis Mitchell, and said 
it would not enforce them. 

“USATF is concerned and dis¬ 
mayed that the IAAF chose to 
temporarily suspend two 
American athletes on the basis of 
unproven allegations that they 
have committed a doping 
offense,” USA Track & Field said 
in a statement from chief execu¬ 
tive officer Craig Masback. 

"USATF objects to the IAAF 
suspensions, and will not enforce 
them.” 

The statement did not name 
Barnes and Mitchell, but various 
broadcast repons have quoted an 
official of the International 
Amateur Athletic Federation as 
saying in Monaco that the rwo had 
failed out-of-competition ’A* tests 
and were suspended pending test¬ 
ing of ‘B* samples. 

The official was reported as say¬ 
ing Barnes tested positive for a 
banned nutritional supplement and 
Mitchell for an artificially high 
level of testosterone. 

The IAAF has not officially 
announced the suspensions. 

Barnes could face a lifetime ban 
as a second-time offender because 
he was suspended for two years 
after testing positive for a steroid 
in Sweden in 1990. 

“Pursuant to the Amateur Sports 
Act of 1978, US athletes are enti¬ 
tled to a full and fair hearing prior 
to being declared ineligible to 
compete. USATF has on several 
occasions informed the IAAF of 
its obligations under the Amateur 

Sports Act,” the USATF statement 
continued. 

“Therefore we are outraged that 
the IAAF knowingly breached our 
confidentiality rales, which were 
put in place to protect those ulti¬ 
mately determined to be innocent. 

* As is the case with all athletes, 
these athletes will receive the full 


support of USATF until such time 
as it is determined that they have 
committed a doping offence. 

“USATF was one of the first 
spons organizations to institute 
aggressive and comprehensive in¬ 
competition and out-of-com peti¬ 
tion drag-testing programs.” 

Australia "gobsmacked” 
by Samaranch drug stand 

Australian Sports Minister 
Andrew Thomson said yesterday he 
was "gobsmacked" by reports that 
Olympics chief Juan Antonio 
Samaranch had urged the legaliza¬ 
tion of some performance-boosting 
drags. 

Thomson said he would contact 
Samaranch to seek clarification, 
but that Australia would continue 
its tough stand against drags ahead 
of the 2000 Ofympic Games in 
Sydney. 

“It just leaves me gobsmacked, 
to use an Australian expression,” 
he told Australian Broadcasting 
Corp radio. 

“But let me be blunr, the 
Australian government will do 
everything we can to stop cheating 
in sport. 

“Doping, that is taking drugs in 
order to enhance one’s perfor¬ 
mance, in order to cheat on one's 
competitors - that’s exactly as I 
describe, it's cheating.” 

The Spanish daily El Mundo on 
Sunday quoted Samaranch as say¬ 
ing in an interview: "Anything 
that doesn't adversely affect the 
health of the athlete, for me, isn’t 
doping."

Olympic Committee presidenL 

Thomson questioned the accura¬ 
cy of the reports of Samaranch's 
comments, saying they contrasted 
with the Olympic chief's strong 
stand against drug use during a 
recent visit to Australia. To be 
frank, I burst into laughter. I 
thought this couldn't be true,” he 
said. 

“If true, it’s the most extraordi¬ 
nary thing anyone's ever said in 
elite sport. It's too bizarre to be 
true.”

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German tax men probing Becker

Trevor Laver told Reuters from his home m Gladstone, 
Queensland, on Tuesday that his wife had spoken with family mem¬ 
bers in the US after hearing the news. 

“He hasn’t lost consciousness at all.” Laver. 65. said of his rarap 115 
brother. ~He lost the use of his righthand side, but it has started to 

come back again. . .
